The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  four  thou- 
sand dollars,  with  power  to  increase  the  same  to  such  an  amount 
as  the  company  may  judge  necessary  to  carry  into  eflFect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  the  capital  stock  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each,  but  not  liable  to  be  assessed  beyond  that 
sum,  and  the  same  may  be  invested  in  real  or  personal  estate,  as 
said  company  shall  determine. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  locate,  establish  and  maintain  its  lines  of  telegraph  from  any 
point  in  the  town  of  Deer  Isle,  passing  through  Sedgwick  village 
to  Bluehill  village,  if  the  company  shall  so  decide,  thence  to  any 
point  in  the  town  of  Castine,  and  upon  and  along  any  public  high- 
way lying  convenient  for  its  purposes  as  aforesaid,  and  to  carry 
the  same  over  or  under  any  body  of  water,  over  which  said  route 
may  pass ;  and  it  is  further  authorized,  upon  permission  first  had 
and  obtained  of  the  proprietors,  to  locate  and  maintain  its  said 
lines  of  telegraph  along  and  upon  any  private  property,  by  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  the  necessary  fixtures  for  sustaining 
the  wires  and  conductors  of  said  lines.

GOVERNOR  PERHAM'S  ADDRESS. 


CfenUemen  of  (he  Senate  and  House  of  BepreeenioHves : 

By  our  State  constitution,  the  le^slative  power  is  vested  in  "A 
House  of  Representatives  and  a  Senate,  each  to  have  a  negative 
on  the  other,  and  both  to  be  styled  the  Legislature  of  Maine." 
The  constitution  also  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Executive  to  "give 
the  Legislature  information  of  the  condition  of  the  State,  and 
recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  judge 
expedient."  We  have  been  called  by  the  voice  of  the  people  to 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  incumbent  on  these  two  departments 
of  our  State  government. 

Earnestly  desiring  to  discharge  faithfully  and  well,  all  the  duties 
and  obligations  devolving  upon  us,  and  invoking  the  wisdom  and 
guidance  of  the  Supreme  Law  Oiver,  let  us  address  ourselves  to 
the  work  before  us. 

National  Condition. 

We  have  occasion  for  mutual  congratulation  in  the  general  pros- 
perity of  the  country,  and  the  peace  and  friendship  that  charac- 
terize our  relations  with  all  other  nations.  The  questions  that 
threatened  the  peace  of  this  country  and  Great  Britain  one  year 
ago  are  being  settled  in  a  manner  entirely  honorable,  and  we  trust 
beneficial,  to  both  nations.  These  two  nationalities  have  found  "a 
more  excellent  way"  for  the  settlement  of  national  differences,  and 
one  more  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  our  advancing  civiliza- 
tion, than  through  the  bloody  ordeal  of  war.  This  is  one  of  the 
greatest  triumphs  of  modern  progress.  It  establishes  fundamental 
principles  for  the  settlement  of  disputed  questions  between  nations, 
consistent  with  the  progressive  intelligence  of  the  age,  and  can- 
not fail  to  exert  a  powerful  influence  towards  maintaining  the  peace 
of  all  civilized  nations. 

The  long  continued  but  questionable  methods  through  which 
subordinate  o£Scers  of  the  Government  have  been  appointed  are 
giving  place  to  a  system  better  calculated  to  secure  honesty  and 
efficiency  in  the  civil  service. 

While  taxes  are  being  reduced,  the  public  debt  is  rapidly  dimin- 
ishing. Our  national  taxes  are  now  chiefly  levied  on  spirits, 
tobacco,  railroads  and  banks ;  and  soon  the  tariff  will  only  be  col- 
lected on  such  luxuries  as  the  masses  of  the  people  can  easily 
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forego,  and  on  Buch  other  articles  as  the  indnstries  of  our  own 
people  and  the  protection  of  oar  own  laborers  require  us  to  pro- 
dace  or  manufacture  at  home. 

Financial. 

The  report  of  the  State  Treasurer  makes  a  favorable  exhibit  of  our 
finances.    The  receipts  of  the  past  year  have  been..  $2, 190, 109  61

*  The  Treasurer  suggests  that  in  consequence  of  the  large  redac- 

tion of  the  debt  during  the  year  1871,  thereby  relieving  the  State 
from  the  payment  of  $50,000.00  interest  annually,  the  State  tax 
for  the  year  1872  can  be  reduced  to  four  and  three-fourths  mills 
per  dollar  of  the  State  valuation. 

The  Governor  and  Council  have  endeavored  to  exercise  in  such 
expenditures  as  have  come  within  their  jurisdiction,  the  strictest 
economy  consistent  with  the  public  interest  and  justice  to  the 
parties  having  claims  against  the  State.

The  Treasurer  has  not  been  obliged  to  avail  himself  of  the 
authority  granted  by  the  last  Legislature  to  borrow  money  for 
temporary  purposes. 

I  cannot  i^rge  too  strongly  the  closest  scrutiny  and  the  most 
rigid  economy  in  all  your  appropriations.  The  payment  of  the  in- 
terest on  our  State  debt  and  the  principal  as  it  becomes  due,  must 
be  provided  for.  Our  expenditures  for  educational  purposes,  for 
the  insane,  deaf,  dumb  and  blind,  for  the  care  and  reformation  of 
juvenile  offenders,  for  our  destitute  soldiers,  and  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  such  as  died  in  the  service,  cannot  be  dispensed  with. 
Upon  this  class  of  expenditures  we  have  only  to  see  that  no  por- 
tion is  misapplied,  and  that  all  is  used  to  the  best  possible  advan- 
tage.   Beyond  this  our  expenditures  should  be  confined  to  the 
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closest  limits  consistent  with  the  discharge  of  oar  just  obligations 
and  a  wise  and  economical  pare  for  our  important  interests. 

War  Claims. 

Through  the  efficient  aid  of  the  Adjutant  Oeneral,  and  my  per- 
sonal attention  at  the  Treasury  Department,  $3,938.93  of  our  war 
claims  have  been  collected  and  paid  into  the  State  treasur^^  This 
is  believed  to  be  all  th^t  can  be  allowed  of  this  claim  until  Congress 
shall  legislate  further  on  the  subject. 

MlUTART. 

The  report  of  the  Adjutant  General  will  iumish  a  statement  of 
the  condition  of  our  military  organizations  and  the  expenditure  for 
military  purposes,  during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Inspector  General,  who  has  carefully  in- 
spected nine  of  the  ten  companies,  represents  them  to  be  in  good 
condition,  evincing  a  thoroughness  of  organization  and  accuracy 
of  drill  highly  creditable  to  themselves  and  the  State. 

Our  State  troops  are  composed  of  men  a  majority  of  whom  have 
seen  active  service  in  the  field,  with  officers  distinguished  for  gal- 
lantry, high  soldierly  attainments,  and  many  of  them  for  high 
rank  in  the  late  war.  Their  soldierly  bearing  and  remarkable 
accuracy  of  movement  and  drill  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of 
the  European  &  North  American  Railway  and  the  visit  of  the 
President  to  the  State,  elicited  the  warmest  commendation  from 
high  military  officers  from  abroad  and  expressions  of  just  pride 
from  the  citizens  of  the  State. 

Statb  Pensions. 

The  sum  of  |26,841.28  has  been  allowed  for  Pensions.  This 
has  been  distributed  in  small  sums  among  such  of  our  disabled 
soldiers,  and  the  dependents  of  those  who  lost  their  lives  in  the 
service,  as  are  unable  by  their  own  efforts  and  resources  to  obtain 
a  living,  and  has  enabled  the  recipients  to  avoid  destitution  and 
want,  or  the  necessity  of  applying  for  public  or  private  charity. 
The  number  of  this  class  of  our  people  is  gradually  decreasing ; 
but  while  we  remember  their  sacrifices  in  their  country's  cause 
and  in  our  behalf,  we  shall  cheerfully  and  gladly  contribute  to  their 
necessities. 

Education. 

The  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools,  exhibits  the 
general  condition  of  our  public  schools.  The  facts  presented  in- 
dicate an  increasing  interest  in  the  subject,  and  that,  through  the 
Normal  Schools,  Teachers'  Institutes,  and  other  instrumentalities, 
our  teachers  are  becoming  more  efficient  and  our  schools  more 
profitable. 
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Ottr  hopeB  for  the  perpetuity  of  good  goyemment  depend  on 
the  intelligence  of  the  people.  The  e4ucation  of  the  masses  is  our 
snreBt  safeguard  against  the  machinations  of  designing  and  wicked 
men.  An  educated  person  may  become  corrupt,  but  he  will  seek 
to  accomplish  his  nnholy  purposes  throngh  the  ignorance  of 
others.  An  ignorant  community  furnishes  a  favorable  field  for 
impostors  and  demagogues.  It  is  a  lamentable  fact,  that  in  many 
instances,  the  most  corrupt  officials,  living  in  open  crime,  have 
been  able  to  maintain  their  ascendancy  throug(t  the  ignorance  of 
their  constituents. 

Tou  will,  I  trust,  see  that  our  educational  institutions  are  not 
neglected. 

Normal  Schools. 

The  Normal  Schools  at  Farmington  and  Castine  are  doing  an 
excellent  work.  Young  ladies  and  gentlemen,  many  of  whom 
would  not  be  able  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  elsewhere,  are  here 
prepared  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  State  as  teachers,  while  they 
l£^  the  best  possible  foundation  for  their  own  success  in  life.  Two 
hundred  and  sixty-four  graduates  of  these  Schools  have  taught  in 
our  public  schools  the  past  year,  besides  a  large  number  of  those 
who  have  not  yet  graduated.  , 

Normal'  School  Building  at  Castikb. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  appropriated  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  for  the  purchase  or  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  the 

• 

Eastern  Normal  School  at  Castine,  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Governor  and  Council.  There  being  no  suitable  build- 
ing that  could  be  purchased,  plans  and  specifications  were  prepared 
and  proposals  invited  for  the  construction  of  the  whole  building  or 
for  portions  of  the  work.  The  lowest  bid  was  $22,500.  The 
others  ranged  from  $27,000  to  $35,000.  As  the  lowest  bid  was 
$7,500  more  than  the  appropriation,  and  as  the  Governor  and 
Council  did  not  consider  themselves  authorized  to  commence  a 
building  that  would  cost  more  than  the  sum  placed  at  their  dis- 
posal, neither  of  the  bids  were  accepted.  Subsequently  another 
plan,  for  a  cheaper  building  which  it  is  believed  will  answer  the 
purpose  very  well,  was  made,  and  a  proposition  by  a  responsi- 
ble party  was  received  to  construct  the  building  for  seventeen 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  This  is  probably  the  lowest  sum 
for  which  a  suitable  building  can  be  obtained.  I  therefore  re- 
commend an  appropriation  of  at  least  $.17,500  for  the  erection  of 
a  Normal  school  building  in  Castine,  with  a  sufficient  additional 
sum  for  furniture  and  provisions  for  heating.  It  will  be  necessaiy 
to  have  this  building  completed  and  ready  for  occupation  on  the 
first  of  August  next.    I  therefore  invite  your  early  attention  to 
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tfie  subject,  so  that  the  contract  may  be  made  in  time  for  the  con- 
tractor to  get  the  material  together  and  be  ready  to  commence  the 
work  in  the  early  spring. 

Statb  Gollsge  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts. 

The  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  has  suf- 
fered many  embarrassments  incident  to  the  infancy  of  such  institu- 
tions, but  it  now  appears  to  have  passed  its  darkest  days.  Under 
the  efficient  management  of  the  new  President,  its  friends  entertain 
no  doubt  of  its  success.  This  is  a  free  College,  and  a  fitting  sup- 
plement to  our  free  school  system.  Young  men  are  here  given  an 
opportunity  to  prepare  for  all  the  business,  industrial  and  some  of 
the  professional,  pursuits  of  life.  Study  and  labor,  science  and 
practice,  are  brought  together,  and  the  means  of  intellectual  and 
physical  education  afforded. 

The  examinations  and  other  exercises  are  highly  creditable  to 
the  faculty  and  students,  evincing  intellectual  vigor  and  thorough- 
ness that  would  do  credit  to  any  institution  of  the  kind.  We  may 
now  reasonably  indulge  the  hope  that  the  highest  light  of  science, 
practically  applied,  will  be  shed  from  this  institution,  to  guide  the 
fanner,  the  mechanic  and  artisan  in  their  several  callings. 

The  interest  of  the  fund  invested  is  believed  to  be  sufficient  to 
meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  College,  but  some  additional 
accommodations  are  required.  I  recommend  the  appropriation  of 
a  sufficient  sum  to  meet  the  present  necessities. 

Railroads. 

Commendable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year,  in 
the  extension  of  our  railroads,  with  a  fair  prospect  that  this  work, 
so  essential  to  the  development  of  our  resources,  will  continue  to 
go  forward.  Several  new  roads  are  being  projected,  including 
one  greatly  needed,  connecting  the  counties  of  Hancock  and 
Washington  with  Bangor.  The  new  roads  extending  west  from 
Portland  will,  at  no  distant  day,  give  more  direct  and  cheaper 
transportation  to  and  from  the  grain  growing  States  of  the  west. 
The  opening  of  the  European  and  North  American  Railway  makes 
a  connection  with  St.  John,  soon  to  be  extended  to  Halifax.  This 
will  unite  the  people  of  this  State  and  the  Provinces  in  closer 
social  and  business  relations;  and  cannot  fail  to  benefit  both. 
This  road  touches  the  southern  portion  of  Aroostook  county ;  and 
I  trust  the  extension  of  a  railroad  into  the  heart  of  that  county  will 
be  accomplished  within  a  few  years.  The  rich  lands  of  the  county 
only  wait  for  railroad  communication  to  secure  their  settlement  by 
an  industrious  population,  and  to  yield  a  large  income  to  the 
owners  and  become  a  source  of  wealth  to  the  State. 
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Our  neighbors  in  New  Brunswick,  with  a  zeal  and  forecast 
worthy  of  great  praise,  are  preparing  to  construct  a  raihroad  that 
will  pass  for  a  long  distance  near  the  easterly  and  northerly  line 
of  Aroostook  county,  with  the  view  of  gathering  the  rich  surplus 
products  of  the  northern  part  of  the  county,  and  transporting 
them  to  St.  John.  And  this  they  will  do,  unless  our  people  bestir 
themselves  and  give  that  section  of  the  State  an  outlet  this  way. 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  make  some  important  suggestions 
relating  to  the  management  of  railroads.  Their  suggestion  in  re- 
gard to  the  manner  in  which  they  receive  their  compensation  is 
especially  entitled  to  consideration.  There  are,  it  appears  to  me, 
serious  objections  to  making  a  public  officer  dependent  for  com- 
pensation  upon  a  corporation  of  which  a  proper  discharge  of  his 
duties  requires  that  he  should  be  entirely  independent. 

PuBUG  Lands. 

The  report  of  the  Land  Agent  calls  attention  to  the  claim  of  the 
European  and  North  American  Railway  Company  to  certain  lands 
set  apart  for  settling  purposes,  and  the  timber  thereon. 

The  report  states  that  "By  the  act  of  1864,  chapter  401,  'to  pro- 
vide means  for  the  defence  of  the  Northeastern  frontier'  by  aiding 
the  construction  of  the  European  and  North  American  Railway, 
upon  certain  conditions  it  was  made  lawful  for  the  Governor,  State 
Treasurer  and  Land  Agent  to  transfer  to  said  company  all  the  pub- 
lic lands  lying  on  the  waters  of  the  Penobscot  and  St.  John  rivers 
for  the  uses  and  purposes  set  forth  in  the  act,  provided,  however, 
that  there  shall  be  excepted  from  said  conveyance  and  from  the 
operations  of  this  act  aU  lands  set  apart  and  designated  for  settle- 
ment  under  existing  laws, 

"By  a  subsequent  act  of  1868,  chapter  604,  the  preliminary  con- 
ditions of  the  first  act  above  cited  were  repealed  and  'the  Governor 
of  the  State  was  thereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  transfer  and 
convey  to  the  European  and  North  American  Railway  Company 
all  the  timber  and  lands  belonging  to  the  State  situated  upon  the 
waters  of  the  Penobscot  and  St.  John  rivers,  to  be  uBed  by  the 
company  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  its  line  of  railway  as  con- 
templated and,  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  act,  subject  to  all  res- 
ervations contained  in  the  obligations  imposed  by  said  act. 

"  Under  the  authority  of  this  act,  the  Governor  made  a  deed  to  the 
corporation  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  the  effect  of  which  depends  upon  the  construction  of 
the  act  authorizing  it. 

"  Under  and  by  force  of  these  several  acts,  resolves  and  deed,  the 
Railway  Company  now  makes  claim  to  all  the  timber  on  all  the 
lands  belonging  to  the  State  at  the  time,  situated  on  the  Penobscot 
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and  St.  John  waters,  incladiDg  those  set  apart  as  aforesaid  for  set* 
tlement,  and  also  claim,  that,  as  to  most  if  not  all  the  lands  so  set 
apart,  certain  irregnlarities  or  deficiences  exist  in  the  proo  ^edings, 
irhereby  the  exception  of  'all  lands  set  apart  and  desigaated  for 
settlement  under  existing  laws,'  is  rendered  unavailing,  and  that, 
therefore,  the  grant  conveyed  to  the  company  all  the  settling  lands 
not  already  conveyed  to  settlers. 

"In  pursuance  of  this  claim  the  company  have  put  in  a  defence, 
and  therefore  resist  the  proceedings  commenced  under  resolve  of 
18f0,  chapter  168,  for  the  portion  of  townships  No.  17  and  18,  R. 
T,  being  Fort  Kent  and  Wallagrass  townships,  which  proceedings 
have  for  this  cause  been  arrested,  and  have  also  granted  permits 
to  cut  timber  on  townships  No.  11,  I^.  3,  No.  18,  R.  3,  and  No.  8, 
B.  5,  west  from  the  east  line  of  the  State ;  all  of  which  townships 
are  among  the  number  set  apart  as  aforesaid  for  settlement.  The 
parties  permitted  on  townships  No.  11,  R.  3,  and  No.  8,  R.  5, 
having  commenced  operations  under  their  permits,  the  Land 
Agent  at  once  laid  the  matter  before  the  Governor  and  Council, 
and  notice  has  been  given  to  the  parties  that  they  will  be  regarded 
as  trespassers  and  treated  accordingly,  if  they  persist  in  their 
operations,  as  it  is  understood  they  are  doing.'' 

Proceedings  will  immediately  be  taken  to  determine  and  protect 
the  legal  rights  of  the  State  in  these  lands  and  the  timber  thereon. 

AORIOULTURE. 

It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  so  many  young  men.  well  situated 
in  the  country,  are  allured  by  the  success  of  the  few  who  have  ex- 
changed the  farm  for  the  city,  and  with  eyes  closed  to  the  failure 
■of  the  many,  are  crowding  into  the  large  cities.  Of  these,  few 
will  succeed — others  will  be  doomed  to  disappoiotment  and  pov- 
erty, and  some,  alas  I  will  fall  victims  to  the  vices  around  them, 
and  drag  out  a  short  but  miserable  existence  in  shame  and  infamy. 

This  aversion  to  farming  in  Maine  is  in  part  the  result  of  a  false 
education,  by  which  many  young  men  are  made  to  believe  that  it 
is  an  occupation  to  be  avoided  above  all  others ;  but  I  am  inclined 
to  the  opinion  that  much  of  it  lies  in  the  fact  that  we  do  not  ap- 
preciate our  agricultural  advantages  and  resources. 

The  establishment  and  increase  of  manufacturing  operations, 
now  so  happily  engaging  the  attention  of  our  people  througnout 
the  State,  will  increase  the  demand,  at  remunerative  prices,  for 
such  products  of  the  farm  and  garden  as  cannot  be  brought  from 
abroad,  to  supply  the  local  markets.  This  demand  •has  already 
doubled  the  value  of  farms  in  the  vicinity  of  large  manufacturing 
establishments  in  the  State. 

It  is  well  known  that  in  the  older  portions  of  the  State  we  have 
a  large  amount  of  good  land  and  many  excellent  farms ;  but  the  fact 
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is  not  generally  known  that  we  have  in  Aroostook  county  alone, 
hnhdreds  of  thousands  of  acres  of  inning  lands  nnsorpassed  in  this 
section  of  the  country,  and  scarcely  rivalled  on  the  continent.  A 
recent  visit  to  this  county,  and  a  ride  of  more  than  two  hundred 
miles  within  its  limits,  more  than  confirms  my  former  opinion  of 
its  vast  capacity  for  agricultural  products.  The  county  contains 
more  than  four  millions  of  acres,  one-half  of  which,'  equal  to 
twenty  thousand  farms  of  one  hundred  acres  each,  are  good  farm- 
ing lands.  On  such  of  these  lands  as  have  been  cultivated,  excel- 
lent crops  are  raised,  which  sell  at  large  prices. 

The  soil  in  this  county  is  especially  favorable  to  wheat  growing, 
yielding  by  ordinary  cultivation  more  per  acre  than  the  average 
of  wheat  lands  in  the  We8t,^and  capable  of  producing  enough  to 
supply  the  present  deficit  in  the  State,  thus  saving  a  very  largo 
sum  that  is  now  sent  away  to  pay  for  flour  and  its  transportation. 
There  is  probably  no  place  in  the  country  where  a  young  man 
with  small  means  can  find,  all  things  considered,  a  more  favoraUe 
location  for  farming  purposes  than  in  this  county.  A  railroad 
through  the  best  portion  of  the  county  cannot  long  be  delayed ; 
and  in  due  time  this  will  become  by  far  the  richest  agpriculturai 
section  of  the  State.  No  occupation  secures  more  of  all  that 
tends  to  make  life  pleasant  and  happy  than  farming ;  and  no  State 
furnishes  advantages  over  our  own  suflScient  to  warrant  a  farmer 
with  fair  prospects  here  in  incurring  the  risk  of  attempting  to  do 
better  elsewhere. 

Mantjpactures. 

The  abundance  and  low  price  of  our  water  power,  the  cheaf) 
sites  for  building  purposes,  the  facilities  for  cheap  living;  and  our 
healthy  climate,  all  combine  to  make  Maine  one  of  the  most  desir- 
able places  for  manufacturing  enterprises.  The  gradual  melting 
of  the  snow  in  our  northern  forests,  where  the  most  of  our  rivers 
take  their  rise,  ensures  abundance  of  water  until  late  in  the  sum- 
mer in  the  dryest  seasons,  while  the  large  number  of  lakes  which 
are  the  sources  of  these  rivers,  seldom  fail  to  furnish  a  sufficient 
supply  of  water  in  the  severest  drought.  Should  occasion  require, 
our  water  power  can  be  cheaply  and  largely  increased  by  savinjgf 
the  water  in  these  immense  inland  reservoirs  to  be  used  when  other 
sources  fail. 

Maine  njust  eventually  become  a  great  manufacturing  State.  If 
the  present  generation  fails  to  grasp  and  apply  the  conditions  of 
success,  those  who  come  after  will  be  wiser  and  reap  the  reward ; 
our  splendiif  opportunities  will  sooner  or  later  be  appreciated 
and  applied.  The  interest  now  being  manifested  in  this  subject 
throughout  the  State  is  highly  encouraging.  Many  manufacturing 
establishments  have  increased  their  capacity  and  enlarged  their 
operations  during  the  last  year ;  a  large  number  of  new  ones  have 
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been  put  in  operation  and  many  others  commenced  that  will  be 
completed  at  an  early  day.  The  enconragement  of  a  cautious  but 
wise  and  liberal  policy,  should  be  extended  to  these  -enterprises. 

Shipbuilding  and  Gomhkboe. 

Our  superior  facilities  for  shipbuilding  and  commercial  pursuits 
which  were  well  improved  prior  to  th^  war,  and  on  which  more 
than  thirty  thousand  of  our  population  depended  for  support, 
makes  the  present  prostration  of  these  interests  all  the  more 
humiliating,  and  adds  intensity  to  the  conyiction  that  our  national 
legislation  has  been  unfriendly  to  these  important  elements  of  our 
national  success.  I  do  not  entertain  the  idea  that  this  neglect 
arises  from  a  desire  to  see  these  interests  remain  crippled  as  now. 
I  therefore  have  great  confidence,  that  before  the  close  of  the 
present  session  of  Congress,  some  relief  will  be  given. 

It  may  be  that  the  demand  for  rapid  transit  of  merchandise  will 
seek  transportation  in  steam  rather  than  saiKng  vessels,  and  that 
other  causes  will  tcreate  a  demand  for  iron  instead  of  wooden 
ships.  These  may  have  tended  to  the  present  depressed  con-^ 
dition  of  these  interests ;  but  they  furnish  no  argument  against 
lifting  these  burdens  or  removing  the  galling  fetters  of  which 
we  complain.  If,  when  this  is  done,  our  American  shipbuilders 
cannot  compete  successfully  with  others  in  the  construction  of 
sailing  vessels,  or  if  they  are  not  in  demand,  they  will  turn  their 
attention  to  the  building  and  sailing  of  such  vessels  as  are 
required. 

Temperance  and  the  Execution  of  the  Laws. 

The  evils  resulting  from  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  are  alarm- 
ing, and  demand  the  earnest  thought,  and  wise,  persistent  effort  of 
the  Christian,  the  Philanthropist  and  the  Statesman.  Through  the 
light  that  has  been  given,  the  moral  influences  that  have  been  ex- 
erted, and  the  removal  to  some  extent  of  the  temptation  to  drink 
by  the  prohibitory  law,  there  is  very  much  less  drinking  in  Maine 
in  proportion  to  the  population,  than  formerly,  and  less  than  in 
most  other  portions  of  the  country.  These  facts  are  demonstrated 
by  the  recollection  of  those  whose  memory  goes  back  over  the  last 
thirty  or  forty  years,  and  who  have  compared  this  with  other  States. 
Still,  intemperance  in  Maine  is  a  great  public  evil— destructive  of 
private  morals  and  virtue,  promotive  of  degradation  and  ruin — ^an 
enemy  to  industry  and  good  order,  and  a  serious  detriment  to  all 
the  higher  interests  of  the  State. 

The  time  and  money  expended,  the  intellectual  and  physical 
powers  destroyed,  the  hopes  blasted,  the  homes  desolated,  the  pov- 
erty and  crime  occasioned,  and  the  lives  sacrificed,  through  the 
drinking  habits  of  our  people,  would  make  an  appalling  chapter  in 
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our  history.  If  we  inquire  at  our  State  Prison,  we  shall  find  that 
prior  to  their  conviction,  eight  per  cent,  of  the  convicts  were  not 
in  the  habit  of  using  intoxicating  drinks,  twelve  per  cent,  drank 
moderately,  while  eighty  per  cent,  drank  to  excess — and  their 
crimes  were  the  direct  results  of  this  practice.  A  visit  to  our  county 
jails  would  reveal  similar  facts.  This  shows  that  four-fifths  of  the 
crime,  and  consequently  th^t  proportion  of  all  the  expense,  as  well 
as  all  the  private  and  public  evils  resulting  from  the  commission 
of  crime,  are  the  legitimate  results  of  intemperance.  Common 
observation  furnishes  convincing  evidence  that  a  large  portion  of 
the  pauperism  in  the  State  is  directly  or  indirectly  attributable  to 
the  same  cause. 

If  these  statements  are  correct,  the  State,  aside  from  its  interest 
in  the  moral,  iutellectual  and  financial  well-being  of  itai  citizens, 
has  a  direct  pecuniary  interest  in  this  subject  equal  to  four-fifths 
of  the  whole  c66t  of  the  execution  of  our  criminal  laws,  as  well  as 
the  support  of  paupers  and  juvenile  ofienders,  made  such  by  in- 
temperance. The  statesman,  then,  charged  ta  promote,  in  eveiy 
proper  way,  the  welfare  of  the  State,  has  a  duty  to  perform  in 
this  regard  which  he  is  not  at  liberty  to  ignore. 

The  eradication  of  an  evil  like  this  must  be. sought,  primarily, 
through  the  pulpit,  the  press,  the  platform  and  the  influence  of 
organized  effort,  thus  awakening  the  public  mind  and  quickening 
the  public  conscience.  As  a  result  of  the  efforts  made  through 
these  instrumentalities,  a  large  portion  of  our  population  abstain 
entirely  from  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage,  many 
drunkards  have  been  reformed  and  a  public  sentiment  has  been 
created  that  has  found  expression  in  one  of  the  most  effective  laws 
in  our  statutes. 

It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  notice,  and  one  which  has  attracted  the 
attention  of  every  careful  observer,  that,  in  most  places  in  the 
State,  intemperance  and  crime  and  all  the  evils  incident  to  intem- 
perance have  decreased  about  in  proportion  to  the  enforcement  of 
the  law,  and  increased  in  proportion  to  the  neglect  to  enforce  it. 
The  State  has  done  wisely  in  supplementing  individual  and  organ- 
ized effort  with  such  legal  aid  as  it  has  deemed  proper.  The  law 
itself  is  believed  to  be  generally  satisfactory,  but  there  is  much 
complaint,  that  in  many  parts  of  the  State,  it  is  not  executed  as  it 
should  be,  and,  by  many,  additional  legislation  for  the  enforcement 
of  this  and  other  criminal,  laws  is  desired.  The  conviction  is  very 
general  that  the  necessity  is  not  so  much  for  more  law,  as  a  better 
enforceipent  of  the  laws  we  have.  The  importance  of  a  faithful 
and  impartial  execution  of  all  our  criminal  laws  is  too  apparent  to 
require  discussion  here. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  no  law  can  be  enforced 
through  any  instrumentality,  however  efficient  in  itself,  for  a  term 
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of  years,  unless  it  be  sastained  by  the  public  sentiment  oT  the 
people.  On  that  all  our  laws  depend.  If  they  meet  that 
approval,  they  will- be  sustained  and  enforced;  if  not,  they  will 
be  repealed  or  become  a  dead  letter  in  the  statute.  The  ofiScers 
who  execute  the  law  come  from  the  people.  They  are  the  servants 
of  the  people,  and  will,  as  a  general  rule,  execute  their  will. 
Whether  the  judgment  of  a  majority  of  the  people  be  right  or 
wrong — whether  we  accept  or  reject  it  personally,  it  will,  in  this 
eonntry,  assert  itself  in  the  enactment  of  the  laws,  and  the  election 
of  public  officers  on  whom  their  enforcement  depend. 

A  proposition  has  been  made,  that  the  sheriffs  of  the  several 
counties  and  their  deputies,  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  inquiring 
into  the  violation  of  all  criminal  laws,  and  attending  to  their 
enforcemient  within  the  limits  of  their  respective  counties,  when 
the  local  authorities  neglect  or  refuse  to  do  so ;  and  that  these 
officers  be  made  responsible  to  the  Chief  Executive  of  the  State,  . 
and  subject  to  his  directions.  The  friends  of  this  measure  suggest 
that  as  the  laws  now  are,  the  Governor  is  required  to  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  to  see  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed,  but, 
that  there  is  no  civil  officer  on  whom  he  can  officially  call  for  the 
execution  of  any  law,  and  that  the  change  proposed  would  make 
it  possible  for  him  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  in  accordance 
with  his  oath.  This  proposition  is  not  open  to  the  objection  that 
it  would  create  a  new  set  of  officers,  which  is  greatly  in  its  favor. 
It  meets,  I  understand,  the  approval  of  a  large  portion  of  the 
friends  of  temperance.    I  can  see  no  valid  objection  to  its  adoption. 

A  better  execution  of  some  of  our  criminal  laws,  and  especially 
that  against  the  sale  of  intoxicating  drinks,  would  in  my  judg- 
ment relieve  the  State  from  some  of  its  heaviest  burdens,  and  pro- 
mote good  order  and  the  general  welfare  of  the  people.  I  there- 
fore recommend  that  you  inquire  whether  any  further  legislation 
is  necessary  to  secure  these  results,  and  take  such  action  in  the 
premises  as  the  facts  elicited  by  the  inquiry  and  the  interests  of 
the  Stat/e  demand. 

Imxioration. 

Our  surest  source  of  wealth  is  in  our  citizens.  We  hope  to 
retain  in  the  future  a  larger  portion  of  our  young  men  than  in  the 
past,  by  creating  a  greater  demand  for  their  iservices ;  but  many 
will  leave  for  other  fields  of  effort  and  usefulness.  To  supply  in 
some  degree  this  loss  to  the  State,  and  to  aid  in  the  development 
of  our  internal  resources,  a  wise  system  of  immigration  is  of  para- 
mount importance.  The  success  of  the  enterprise  establishing  a 
colony  of  Swedes  in  this  State  has  exceeded  the  most  sanguine 
expectation  of  its  friends.     The  results  thus  far  may  be'  briefly 
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stated  as  follows :  One  thousand  Swedes,  five  hundred  of  whom 
are  working  men,  have  come  to  the  State,  bringing  with  them 
$40,000  in  money.  Two  hundred  lots,  equal  to  twenty  thousand 
acres,  have  been  taken  up.  Two  thousand  acres  of  trees  have 
been  felled,  and  five  hundred  cleared.  Eighty  very  substantial 
and  comfortable  timber  houses,  and  seventeen  log  barns,  have 
been  built.  Twelve  hundred  bushels  of  wheat,  one  thousand 
bushels  of  barley,  eight  hundred  bushels  of  rye  and  oats,  and  five 
thousand  bushels  potatoes,  have  been  raised.  Twenty-five  miles 
of  road  have  been  cut  out,  two  miles  turn  piked,  and  several 
bridges  built.  Fifteen  horses,  thirty-four  cows,  and  two  or  three 
pairs  of  oxen,  have  been  purchased,  and  are  now  owned  by  the 
colonists.  The  immigrants  are  intelligent,  temperate  and  indus- 
trious, and  appear  to  possess  the  elements  essential  to  good  citi- 
zenship. 

The  amount  of  supplies  furnished  the  colonists  by  the  State  to 
December  1,  1871,  is  $9,925.13,  of*which  $2,238  have  been  paid, 
leaving  a  balance  due  the  State,  to  be  paid  in  labor  on  the  roads 
when  it  shall  be  called  for,  of  $7,687.13. 

A  school  of  about  seventy  children,  and  an  evening  school  for 
adults,  in  both  of  which  the  English  language  is  exclusively  taught, 
are  in  successful  operation. 

The  establishment  of  this  colony  has  given  an  impetus  to  busi- 
ness and  materially  increased  the  value  of  real  estate  in  that  part 
of  the  State,  and  attracted  an  unusually  large  number  of  Americans 
who  have  settled  in  that  vicinity  during  the  year.  The  fact  that 
only  twenty  of  these  immigrants  have  left  the  State,  while  about 
forty  Swedes  have  come  irom  other  states  to  settle  with  their  coun- 
trymen here,  and  that  all  appear  contented  and  happy,  tends  to 
remove  the  fears  entertained  by  some  that  they  will  in  a  few  years 
become  discouraged  and  leave  the  State. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  request  of  the  Commissioner  to 
be  reimbursed  for  expenditures  incurred  for  supplies,  part  of  which 
havabeen  distributed  to  the  colonists,  but  a  large  portion  of  which 
are  now  on  hand,  it  having  been  necessary  to  obtain  and  transport 
them  before  the  close  of  water  communication  to  Tobique.  The 
necessity  for  this  expenditure  becomes  apparent  when  it  is  under- 
stood that  instead  of  five  hundred  immigrants  which  were  expected 
when  the  last  appropriation  was  made,  nearly  twice  that  number 
have  come,  thus  compelling  the  Commissioner  to  furnish  more  sup- 
plies or  send  many  of  the  immigrants  away.  Immigrants  coming 
to  the  colony  in  the  spring  or  summer  are  of  course  obliged  to 
wait  until  a  year  from  the  next  autumn  before  they  can  raise  and 
harvest  a  crop.  Some  have  means  to  live  upon  during  this  time ; 
others  have  not,  and  must  have  an  opportunity  to  exchange  their 
labor  for  necessary  supplies.     But  few  can  do  this  outside  of  the 
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colony  and  attend  to  felling  the  trees,  clearing  the  land  and  rais- 
ing a  crop. 

The  roads  which  have  been  commenced,  and  on  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  employ  the  labor  of  those  who  receive  aid  from  the  State, 
is  to  extend  through  some  of  the  best  settling  lands  of  the  State, 
and  constitutes  a  part  of  what  must  eventually  become  an  impor- 
tant public  thoroughfare.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner, 
the  letters  which  the  immigrants  are  constantly  sending  to  their 
friends  in  the  old  world,  added  to  the  interest  that  has  already 
been  awakened  there,  will  be  sufficient  to  secure  the  continuance 
of  immigration  in  as  large  numbers  as  we  can  care  for;  so  that  the 
expense  of  an  agent  and  advertising  in  Sweden  can  be  dispensed 
with.  You  will  I  presume  find  it  necessary  to  retain  the  services 
of  the  Commissioner  during  the  next  year. 

I  recommend  that  the  law  be  so'  amended  as  to  furnish  lands  to 
the  citizens  of  our  own  and  other  States  who  may  desire  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity,  on  the  same  terms  allowed  the 
Swedes. 

Dbap  Mutbs. 

We  should  have  no  claim  to  be  called  a  Christian  people  if  our 
sympathies  were  not  drawn  towards  that  unfortunate  class  of  our 
citizens,  who  are  oblivious  to  the  sweet  music  of  nature,  speech 
and  song,  and  doomed  to  perpetual  silence.  Though  we  may  not 
be  able  to  unstop  the  deaf  ear  or  give  power  to  the  paralyzed  or 
defective  organs  of  speech,  yet  science  and  persevering  efforts 
are  able  to  bridge  the  seemingly  impassable  gulf  that  separates 
these  people  from  their  fellows,  and  impart  no  small  amount  of 
practical  knowledge  and  moral  and  religious  culture. 

We  are  now  supporting  in  the  American  Asylum  at  Hartford, 
CoRn.,  fifty-six  pupils,  at  a  cost  of  $175.00  each  per  annum.  A 
careful  examination  into  the  affairs  of  the  i institution,  including 
the  discipline  and  instruction  of  the  pupils,  both  in  the  school- 
room and  work-shops,  confirm  my  former  opinion  that  it  is  under 
efficient  management.  It  is  claimed  that  nothwithstandi ng  their 
deprivation  of  hearing  and  speech,  a  less  number  of  those  who 
have  been  educated  in  this  institution  fail  to  support  themselves 
by  their  own  exertion,  than  of  those,  who,  with  these  faculties 
unimpaired,  graduate  from  other  institutions  of  learning,  while 
instances  of  their  being  convicted  of  crime  are  seldom,  if  ever, 
known.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  they  are  all  taught 
to  do  something.  As  this  institution  has  the  benefit  of  a  fund,  the 
annual  income  of  which  amounts  to  $20,000  or  more,  and  as  we 
are  only  called  upon  to  pay  our  proportion  of  the  expenses  above 
that  sum,  it  is  not  probable  that  we  can  provide  for  this  class  of 
Gwc  people  80  cheaply  and  well  any  other  way. 
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Board  of  Guardians. 

The  Board  of  Guardians  of  Indigent  Orphans  of  Soldiers  and 
Seamen  have  discharged  the  delicate,  and  sometimes  difScult, 
duties  of  their  trust,  according  to  the  opportunities  at  their  com- 
mand and  the  best  information  they  have  been  able  to  obtain. 
Sixty-three  orphans  of  soldiers  and  seamen  are  now  kindly  cared 
for  in  the  Home  for  Soldiers'  Orphans  in  Bath.  All  of  these  chil- 
dren who  are  old  enough,  attend  the  public  schools  in  the  city. 
Since  the  opening  of  the  institution,  in  1866,  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  orphans  have  received  its  benefits.  The  institution  appears 
to  be  well  managed,  refiecting  much  credit  upon  those  who  have 
the  direction  of  its  affairs. 

Thirteen  orphans  of  soldiers  are  now  in  the  Orphans'  Home  in 
Bangor.  This  institution  is  also  under  excellent  management, 
and  the  children  are  well  provided  for. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty  orphans  have  been  aided  outside  in 
such  sums  as  their  condition  seemed  to  require.  The  money  appro- 
priated for  this  purpose  has  enabled  the  Board  to  dispense  many 
blessings,  for  which  the  State  has  received  the  benedictions  of 
hundreds  whose  natural  protectors  gave  their  lives  for  their 
country. 

Statements  in  detail  of  the  disbursements  made  by  the  Board 
may  be  found  with  the  records  of  the  Executive  Council. 

Industrial  and  Social  Statistics. 

We  have  in  this  State  no  means  for  the  collection  of  statistics 
pertaining  to  our  industrial  or  other  interests.  Our  farmers  are 
busy  raising  their  stock,  producing  their  crops  and  improving 
their  farms,— our  mechanics  and  manufacturers  are  turning  out  in 
great  variety  the  products  of  their  skill, — our  quarries  of  granite, 
lime-rock  and  slate  are  being  extensively  worked,  and  their  pro- 
ducts are  sent  into  all  parts  of  the  country,— our  lumbermen  are 
busy  in  the  forests  and  at  the  mills, — our  ice  is  being  stored  and 
shipped  away  in  large  quantities, — our  fishermen  line  our  coasts 
and  that  of  our  neighbors  in  the  Provinces,  with  their  white  sails, — 
our  railroads  are  being  extended,  and  their  business  is  rapidly  in- 
creasing,— our  exports  and  imports  are  being  made  as  usual, — our 
shipbuilding  and  commerce,  though  depressed,  are  still  of  great 
importance;  and  yet,  when  we  are  asked  to  state  the  product  of 
these  industries  or  the  amount  of  this  business,  we  are  compelled 
to  confess  that  we  know  very  little  in  regard  to  them. 

As  individuals,  it  is  necessary  to  know  ourselves  and  our  capa- 
bilities. As  guardians  of  the  State  it  is  important  that  we  know 
its  resources,  that  we  may  be  able  to  direct  its  energies  and  com- 
pass its  possibilities.    Every  business  man  finds  it  necessary  to 
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keep  an  account  of  his  operations,  to  take  account  of  stock  every 
year,  and  strike'  the  balance  between  his  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, so  that  he  may  know  from  year  to  year  just  what  he  is 
doing,  and  whether  he  is  gaining  or  losing.  So  with  the  State. 
We  need  to  know  just  what  complete  statistics  of  all  the  different 
kinds  of  business,  and  the  more  important  facts  connected  with 
our  social  life,  would  furnish.  It  would  enable  us  to  know  whether 
we  are  going  forward  or  backward,  and  to  apply  such  corrections 
to  our  failures  and  take  such  advantages  of  our  successes,  as  cir- 
cumstances and  a  wise  forecast  demand.  The  publication  and 
circulation  of  such  facts  would  attract  attention  to  our  resources 
and  bring  capital  and  labor  to  the  State. 

Gould  we  now  present  reliable  statistics  of  the  progress  the  State 
has  made  during  the  past  year  in  manufactures  and  other  indus- 
trial enterprises,  it  would  be  of  great  value  to  our  own  citizens,  as 
well  as  those  in  other  States  who  are  seeking  favorable  opportu- 
nities for  investment  in  these  enterprises.  Besides  the  collection 
and  dissemination  of  facts  and  general  statistics,  a*  competent  man 
would  be  able,  by  correspondence  and  personal  attention,  to  turn 
capital  and  labor  to  us  that  would  otherwise  go  in  other  direc- 

« 

tions. 

The  services  of  one  man  competent  for  and  adapted  to  the  per- 
formance of  these  duties,  acting  under  the  direction  of  one  of  the. 
State  officers,  or  independently,  would,  it  is  believed,  be  sufficient 
to  accomplish  this  whole  work.  I  deem  this  subject  of  sufficient 
importance  to  claim  your  attention,  and  refer  to  it  in  the  hope  that 
you  will  provide  for  the  performance  of  the  work  suggested. 

Our  Jail  System. 

Our  methods  of  treating  criminals  are  not  yet  entirely  free  from 
the  old  idea  that  imprisonment  is  to  be  regarded  solely  as  punish- 
ment for  crime, — a  given  amount  of  punishment  to  be  determined 
by  the  law  or  the  court,  for  a  definite  degree  of  crime, — without 
regard  to  the  reformation  of  the  criminal  or  the  protection  of  the 
community.  While  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  confine  persons 
convicted  of  crime,  both  as  means  of  punishment  and  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  innocent,  its  obligation  is  but  poorly  performed 
unless  it  applies  all  the  means  that  have  been  found  useful  in  the 
reformation  of  criminals.  The  public  good  should  be  the  chief 
object  of  criminal  law  ;  and  criminals  should  suffer  the  penalty  of 
the  law  in  the  manner  best  adapted  to  subserve  this  important 
end.  Too  many  of  our  jails  are  hot-beds  of  crime,  where  the  young 
boy  or  girl  who  has  taken  but  a  single  step  in  crime,  is  in  a  brief 
time  dragged  down  to  the  degree  of  depravity  that  has  been  reached 
by  the  older  and  viler  criminals  with  whom  the  youth  has  been 
forced  to  associate.     What  should  be  the  means  of  reformation  is 
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made  the  inBtrumentality  through  which  young  offenders  sink  to 
the  lowest  depths  of  degradation  and  crime. 

The  commissioners  of  the  jail  system  of  the  State  of  Maine,  in 
an  able  report  made  to  the  last  Legislature,  suggested  a^plan  which 
appears  in  the  main  practicable,  and  which  in  its  essential  features 
I  would  be  glad  to  see  adopted.  The  bill  which  accompanies  the 
report  provides  that  the  jails  in  Bangor,  Augusta,  Portland  and 
Auburn,  be  provided  with  suitable  accommodations  for  the  em- 
ployment of  the  inmates  in  some  productive  labor,  and  for  addi- 
tional m6ans  of  intellectual  and  moral  improvement.  It  also  pro- 
vides that  persons  convicted  of  crime,  or  waiting  for  trial  in  any 
county  in  the  State,  may  be  sentenced  or  sent  to  either  of  these 
jails,  as  may  be  found  convenient  or  advisable ;  reasonable  compen- 
sation for  board  and  other  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the  county  that 
would  be  liable  under  the  present  practice.  Of  course  it  is  not 
expected  that  a  trade  could  be  so  well  learned,  or  the  labor  made 
BO  profitable  as  in  the  State  Prison,  where  the  terms  of  imprison- 
ment are  longer;  but  it  is  believed  the  net  proceeds  of  the  labor 
would  aid  very  much  in  the  payment  of  expenses.  This,  however, 
is  but  a  minor  consideration  when  compared  with  the  benefit  of 
steady  employment,  and  some  useful  trade,  and  the  better  facili- 
ties for  intellectual  and  moral  improvement  that  would  be  afforded. 
•  I  commend  this  subject  to  your  careful  consideration,  in  the 
hope  that  some  plan  will  be  speedily  adopted  to  remove  these  per- 
sons from  the  pernicious  influences  to  which,  through  idleness, 
and  in  some  instances,  the  miserable  accommodations,  they  are 
now  subjected  in  our  jails. 

Biennial  Elections  and  Sessions  of  the  Legislature  and  chanoe  of 

THE  DAT  OF  THE  AnNUAL  ELECTION. 

I  renew  the  recommendation  contained  in  my  address  to  the  last 
Legislature  in  regard  to  biennial  elections,  and  sessions  of  the 
Legislature  and  change  of  the  day  of  the  annual  election  to  the 
Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November.  The  propriety 
of  the  change  will,  I  believe,  commend  itself  to  the  judgment  of 
all  who  investigate  the  subject. 

« 
Industrial  School  for  Girls. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolve  of  the  last  Legislature,  commis- 
sioners have  been  'appointed  to  devise  a  plan  for  an  Industrial 
School  for  Girls.  The  report  of  the  commissioners  may  be  ex- 
pected at  an  early  day. 

I  desire  to  urge  the  importance  of  immediate  aetion  upon  this 
subject.  The  State  cannot  afford  to  allow  those  girls  who  are 
being  lured  by  temptation,  into  vicious  habits,  to  become  enemies 
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to  the  State  and  themselves,  and  instniments  of  destmction  to  all 
the  higher  interests  of  society,  withont  making  an  effort  to  save 
them. 

The  results  of  these  institutions,  where  they  have  been  estab- 
lished, prove  that  many  of  these  unfortunate  persons  can  be  res- 
cued from  the  awful  gulf  that  is  opening  before  them,  and  fitted 
for  lives  of  virtue  and  industry.  Of  three  hundred  and  tep  girls 
who  have  been  discharged  from  the  industrial  school  for  girls  in 
Lancaster,  Massachusetts,  in  the  last  ten  years,  whose  characters 
are  known,  two  hundred  and  sixty  are  living  honestly  and  repu- 
tably. The  current  of  their  lives  has  been  changed,  and,  instead 
of  being  pests  in  society,  they  have  learned  to  support  themselves 
respectably ;  and  many  of  them  have  charge  of  homes  which  they 
have  learned  in  the  school  to  make  comfortable  and  happy. 

A  large  appropriation  to  be  expended  in  building  is  not  re- 
quired. The  family  system  for  such  schools  is  undoubtedly  the 
best.  Buildings  with  sufficient  grounds  that  will  accommodate 
fr6m  fifteen  to  twenty-five  persons,  will  be  sufficient  for  the  pres- 
ent, and  others  can  be  added  as  occasion  may  require. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  report  of  the  commissioners  will  be  accom.- 
panied  with  a  proposition  to  famish  suitable  buildings  for  the 
-school.  If  however,  this  should  not  be  done,  I  trust  the  expense 
of  a  few  thousand  dollars  for  buildings  near  one  of  our  large  - 
cities,  where  the  property  would  sell  at  any  time  in  the  future  for 
nearly  or  quite  the  cost,  will  not  prevent  the  establishment  of  an 
institution  so  greatly  needed. 

Insane  Hospital. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  lusiuie  Hospital  refers  to  the 
abuses  under  the  statute  providing  for  part  payment  of  board,  by 
the  State,  of  persons  in  indigent  circumstances.  It  is  clear  that 
many  persons  in  the  Hospital  receive  this  aid  who  are  not  by  the 
statutes  entitled  to  it.  Some  legislation  may  be  required  to  cor- 
rect this  practice. 

The  Trustees  call  attention  to  the  probability  that,  within  one 
or  two  years,  the  Hospital  will  be  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity, 
and  suggest  that  early  measures  be  taken  to  provide  for  additional 
accommodations. 

The  question  whether  another  Hospital  building  shall  be  com- 
menced on  the  same  farm,  to  be  under  the  same  general  super- 
vision, or  be  located  in  some  other  portion  of  the  State,  must 
engage  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  at  an  early  day. 
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Statie  Prison. 

The  report  of  the  Warden  of  the  State  Prison  makes  a  favorable 
exhibit  of  the  finances  of  the  institution,  showing  that  the  income 
of  the  Prison  has  exceeded  the  expenses  in  the  sum  of  $6,591.64. 
The  Prison  appears  to  be  under  excellent  management. 

Reform  School. 

The  last  Legislature  passed  a  resolve  authoriziog  the  Governor 
and  Council  "to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the 
Reform  School,  and  make  such  provision  for  them  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  their  comfort,  in  food,  drink,  clothing,  beds  and  bedding ; 
and  also  as  to  the  hours  of  labor  to  be  performed  by  them,  and 
the  hours  to  be  spent  for  educational  purposes,  and  the  hours  for 
rest  and  sleep ;  and  to  require  the  Superintendent  of  said  school 
to  conform  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  direct." 
In  accordance  with  this  resolve  the  Governor  and  Council  visited 
the  Reform  School  and  made  a  very  careful  examination  into  all 
the  management  of  the  institution,  and  made  such  suggestions  in 
regard  to  greater  'variety  in  the  food,  additional  bedding  and  hours 
for  rest  and  sleep  as  were  deemed  proper.  The  changes  suggested 
have  been  made. 

The  building  is  now  heated  by  steam,  which  will,  it  is  believed, 
remedy  any  defect  that  may  have  existed  in  regard  to  warming 
the  halls  and  sleeping  apartments. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Trustees  will  furnish  other 
important  facts  in  regard  to  the  institution. 

Congressional  AppoRnoNMENT. 

It  will  become  your  duty  to  make  an  apportionment  of  the  State 
for  five  Representatives  in  Congress. 

Funds  of  the  Penobscot  Indians. 

The  rents  of  the  shores  of  the  islands  owned  by  the  Penobscot 
Indians,  at  Oldtown,  have  increased -to  about  $5,000  annually. 
There  is  no  law  providing  for  the  collection  and  disposition  of  the 
money.  I  recommend  that  it  be  made  the  duty  of  the  Indian 
Agent  to  deposit  all  leases  of  these  shores  with  the  State  Treas- 
urer, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  the  money  as  it  becomes 
due  and  place  it  to  the  credit  of  the  Indian  Fund. 

Special  Legislation. 

The  large  number  of  private  and  special  acts,  compared  with 
the  public  laws  of  past  legislatures  in  this  State,  cannot  fail  to 
attract  your  attention.    This  kind  of  legislation  is  often  charac- 
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terized  by  a  want  of  harmony,  and  sometimes  by  inconsistency 
not  creditable  to  the  law  makers  nor  just  to  the  parties  interested, 
and  should  as  far  as  possible  be  discouraged.  If  the  Legislature 
should  decline  to  consider  subjects  presented  for  private  legisla- 
tion that  are  already  provided  for  by  the  general  statutes,  much  of 
this  legislation'  would  be  avoided.  It  may  be  advisable  to  extend 
the  provisions  of  the  general  law  so  as  to  reduce  still  further  the 
occasion  for  special  legislation. 

The  Other  Reports. 

The  reports  of  the  Attorney  General,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  Insurance  Commissioner,  Bank  Examiner,  State  Li- 
brarian, and  Fish  Commissioner,  containing  valuable  information 
and  important  suggestions,  will  be  laid  before  you. 

Conclusion. 

I  trust  that  your  discussions  and  deliberations  will  lead  to  wise 
and  harmonious  ccfticlusions,  and  that  your  legislation  will  be 
characterized  by  its  adaptation  to  the  wants  of  the  people  and  the

of  said  court.

The  jailer, 
master  or  keeper  shall  appoint  all  subordinate  assistants  and 
employees  for  whom  he  shall  be  responsible  and  the  pay  of  whom, 
including  the  jailer,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  county  commissioners, 
and  paid  by  their  several  counties. 

Sect.  4.  The  sheriff,  by  himself  or  his  deputy,  he  being  keeper 
of  the  jail,  with  the  consent  of  the  commissioners,  may  make  con- 
tracts  in  behalf  of  the  several  counties  necessary  and  proper  to  be 
made,  for  the  carrying  on  manufacturing  or  other  industry,  with 
like  effect  as  when  made  by  the  commissioners  tiiemselves.  The 
business  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  said  com- 
missioners, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the  workings  of

Sect.  5.  The  jailer,  at  the  expense  of  the  county,  shall  furnish 
to  each  prisoner  in  his  custody  who  is  able  to  read,  a  copy  of  the 
bible,  and  such  religious  instruction  on  each  successive  Sabbath 
to  all  as  he  may  be  able  to  obtain  without  expense,  and  to  such  as 
may  be  benefited  thereby,  instruction  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  one  hour  each  evening,  except  Sundays.  It  shall  be 
his  further  duty  to  receive,  from  whatever  source,  by  loan  or  con- 
tribution, any  books  or  literature  of  a  moral  or  religious  tone,  for 
their  use,  but  to  exclude  those  of  opposite  tendencies.

Their  powers  and  duties 
in  regard  to  the  jails  of  the  several  counties  shall  be  to  visit  them 
once  at  least  every  three  months,  and  to  inquire  into  the  manage-

neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  alterations,  or  provide  for  the 
classification  of  prisoners  and  persons  charged  With  crime,  after 
having  been  so  ordered  or  notified  so  to  do,  said  inspectors  may 
cause  said  prisoners  and  persons  charged  with  crime  to  be  re- 
moved to  either  of  the  several  jails  in  the  state,  where  such  alter- 
ation or  provision  for  classification  as  aforesaid  has  been  made, 
and  the  expense  of  removal  and  keeping  of  such  prisoners,  or 
persons  charged  with  crime,  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  from 
which  such  prisoner  or  person  charged  with  crime  is  removed,  and 
may  require  of  the  keeper  of  said  jail  to  keep  a  calendar,  with 
such  statistics,  in  relation  to  their  prison  as  may  be  deemed  by 
them  useful  for  future  reference. 
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Sect.  10.  Any  officer  of  any  county  in  ibis  state,  qualified  to 
serve  prepepts  in  criminal  cases  in  the  county  where  he  resides, 
may  serve  any  precept  required  by  this  act,  whether  such  service 
is  performed  in  whole  or  in  part  in  one  or  more  counties,  and  the 
processes  shall  be  issued  and  directed  accordingly. 

Sect.  11.  Any  person  charged  with  crime,  or  awaiting  sentence, 
while  confined  in  any  jail  where  provision  for  labor  has  been  made 
as  provided  in  this  act,  who  may  choose  to  labor,  as  provided  for 
persons  under  sentence,  shall  receive  therefor  such  sum  of  money 
as  in  the  judgment  of  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county  he 
had  earned. 

Sect.  12.  The  keeper  of  the  jail  in  the  several  counties,  shall 
keep  a  record  of  the  conduct  of  each  convict,  and  for  every  month 
it  appears  by  such  record  that  such  convict  has  faithfully  observed 
all  the  rules  and  requirements  of  the  prison,  such  convict  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  deduction  from  his  sentence  according  to  and  not 
exceeding  the  following  rate  and  proportion  :  for  a  convict  under 
sentence  for  two  years,  two  days  for  each  month  of  good  conduct ;

The  county  commissioners  and  sheriff  of  said  several 
counties,  shall  jointly  or  separately,  in  the  month  of  December 
annually,  make  a  report  of  the  prisons  under  their  charge,  em- 
bracing therein  its  moral,  intellectual  and  financial  condition,  which 
report  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  published  in  said 
county.  And  the  inspectors  shall  make  a  report  of  the  condition 
of  all  the  prisons  in  the  state  to  the  governor  and  council  by  the 
thirtieth  day  of  November  annually. 

Sect.  16.  There  shall  annually  be  appropriated  and  paid  oat  of 
the  treasury  of  the  state  to  each  of  said  prison  and  jail  inspectors, 
the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  day  while  employed  in  such  service, 
together  with  all  necessary  traveling  expenses. 

All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
are  hereby  repealed.

In  case  any  savings  bank  or  banks  have  neglected  or 
may  hereafter  neglect  to  make  their  returns,  a«  provided  in  the 
act  to  which  this  is  additional,  the  treasurer  of  state  shall  take  the 
last  return  of  deposits  as  made  to  the  bank  examiner  by  said  bank 
or  banks,  with  twenty  per  cent,  additional  as  the  basis  on  which 
to  estimate  the  amount  of  tax  due  from  such  delinquent  bank,  and 
issue  his  warrant  of  distress  accordingly. 

Sect.  4.  When  the  person  to  whom  a  book  of  deposit  was 
issued  shall  notify  in  writing  the  treasurer  of  the  bank  issuing  the 
same,  that  such  book  is  lost,  and  that  such  person' desires  to  have 
a  duplicate  book  of  deposit  issued  to  him,  said  treasurer  shaU 
give  public  notice  of  such  application  by  publishing  at  the  expense 
of  such  applicant  an  advertisement  for  three  weeks  successively, 
in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  town  in  which  said  bank  is 
located,  or  if  none  is  published  in  said  town  then  in  one  published 
in  the  county,  or  if  none  is  published  in  the  county,  then  in  the 
state  paper.  If  such  missing  deposit  book  shall  not  have  been 
presented  to  the  treasurer  of  said  bank  within  six  months  after 
the  last  advertisement,  then  said  treasurer  shall  issue  a  duplicate 
book  of  deposit  to  the  person  thus  requesting  the  same,  and  such 
delivery  of  a  duplicate  shall  relieve  said  bank  from  all  liability  on 
account  of  the  original  book  of  deposit  so  advertised.

All  property  and  estate,  real  or  personal,  or  both, 
which  may  at  any  time  by  gift,  grant,  bequest,  purchase  or  other- 
wise, come  into  the  possession  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  be 
faithfully  devoted  to  the  education  of  youth  by  maintaining  a  col- 
lege or  university  in  Lewiston  aforesaid. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  corporation  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations, pass  such  laws  and  by-laws,  the  same  not  being  repugnant 
tc^  the  laws  of  this  state,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the 
management  of  their  affairs,  and  for  the  proper  discipline,  order, 
and  general  prosperity  of  said  college  ;  they  shall  have  power  to 
establish  in  said  college  such  courses  of  study,  departments  and 
schools  as  they  may  elect;  they  shall  choose  the  treasurer  of  the 
college,  and  all  necessary  officers,  professors  and  instructors,  and 
shall  have  power  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure ;  they  shall  have 
power  to  confer  such  degrees  as  are  usually  conferred  by  colleges 
or  universities  established  for  the  education  of  youth :  provided 
all  professors  and  instructors  shall  be  chosen,  and  all  degrees  con- 
ferred on  nomination  by  the  president ;  and  they  shall  be  and  they 
are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers,  privileges,  rights  and 
immunities  incident  to  similar  corporations. 

Sect.  5.  The  president  shall  be  chosen  by  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  whole  board  of  fellows,  with  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  * 
of  the  whole  board  of  overseers.  He  shall  be  the  executive  officer 
of  the  college,  and  as  such  shall  execute  all  its  laws,  votes  and 
measures,  unless  otherwise  provided  for;  shall  superintend  its 
general  affairs ;  nominate,  as  heretofore  provided,  all  professors, 
instructors  and  candidates  for  degrees ;  preside,  when  present,  in 
all  meetings  of  the  board  of  fellows,  and  in  the  boards  of  fellows 
and  overseers  when  met  in  convention  as  hereinafter  provided; 
call  special  meetings  of  the  corporation  whenever  in  his  judgment 
such  meetings  are  necessary ;  make  at  the  meetings  of  the  corpo- 
ration an  address  in  writing  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  college, 
with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  he  may  deem 
advisable ;  vote  in  the  board  of  fellows,  in  the  board  of  overseers

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresevlatives  in  Legis- 
lature assembled,  as  follows : 

The  act  of  the  legislature  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six, 
establishing  the  charter  of  Kendall's  Mills  Village  Corporation, 
in  the  town  of  Fairfield,  county  of  Somerset,  by  act  of  legislature 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  called  Fairfield  Village  Corpo- 
ration, is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto,  the  following : 

'  Sect.  1.     Said  corporation,  at  any  meeting  regularly  called  for  May  raise  money 
that  purpose,  may  raise  money  to  buy  a  hearse  for  the  use  of  the  poMa. 
inhabitants  thereof  and  to  grade  and  ornament  the  park  and  other 
public  grounds  and  streets  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation.'

An  aot  to  incorporate  the  State  of  Maine  Tmst  Company. 

Be  ii  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  in  Legis- 
lature assembled,  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.    Samuel  D,  Thurston,  Samuel  F.  Humphrey,  Ellas  A.  oorponton. 
Upton,  William  T.  Pearson,  Jonathan  O.  Clark,  John  L.  Crosby, 
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their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by 
the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  Trust  Company,  to  be  located  in 
the  city  of  Bangor,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  property  in  trust 
and  for  other  purposes  hereinafler  set  forth,  and  subject  to 
all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general 
laws  which  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  in  force  in  relation  to 
such  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  power  to  increase  the  same  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  for  at  such  time  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  decide.  Provided, 
that  no  business  shall  be  transacted  by  the  corporation  until  the 
whole  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed  for 
and  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in  cash ; 
and  no  shares  shall  be  issued  nor  dividends  made  until  the  par 
value  of  such  shares  shall  have  been  actually  paid  in  cash. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  receive  and 
hold  moneys  or  property  in  trust  or  on  deposit  from  courts  of 
law  or  equity,  including  courts  of  probate  and  insolvency, 
executors,  administrators,  assignees,  guardians,  trustees,  corpo- 
rations or  individuals,  upon  such  terms  or  conditions  as  may  be 
obtained  or  agreed  upon. 

Sect.  4.  Any  court  of  law  or  equity,  including  courts  of  pro- 
bate and  insolvency  of  this  state,  may  by  decree  or  otherwise 
direct  any  moneys  or  property  under  its  control  or  that  may  be

Provided  however,  that  said  corporation 
shall  not  be  required  to  assume  or  execute  any  trust  without  its 
own  assent.

corporations  created  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  upon  the 
notes  of  individuals  with  good  and  sufficient  indorsement  or  with 
the  pledge  of  other  good  and  sufficient  securities  as  collateral ; 
and  said  corporation  may  also  invest  such  capital  and  moneys  in 
any  other  securities  in  which  savings  banks  now  are  or  hereafter

plantation,  twenty-five  dollars ;  Cyr  plantation,  seventy-five  dol- 
lars ;  Van  Buren  plantation  and  Grand  Isle,  two  hundred  fifty 
dollars ;  Madawaska,  three  hundred  twenty-five  dollars ;  French- 
ville,  three  hundred  seventy-five  dollars ;  Fort  Kent,  three  hundred 
fifty  dollars ;  St.  Francis  and  Wallagrass  plantations,  one  hundred 
dollars  each ;  St.  John  plantation,  sixty-five  dollars ;  and  Eagle 
Lake  plantation,  sixty  dollars;  and  the  failure  of  one  town  or 
plantation  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not 
afiect  the  rights  of  any  other  town  or  plantation  under  this  act ;

Sect.  2.  Section  two  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended  so  that 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

'Sect.  2.     Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchase  and  Right  to  hold  real 

estate. 

hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the 
purposes  and  management  of  said  railroad;  and  in  ctUse  said 
corporation  cannot  agree  with  the  owners  of  land  necessary  for 
said  road,  it  may  be  taken  for  such  purpose,  subject  to  the  same  namaget  for  land 
damages  and  proceedings  as  when  land  is  taken  by  other  railroads  determined. 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  state ;  and  said  company  may  lay 
its  track  across  or  along  townways  and  highways  of  said  city  and  Track,  when  and 
town  in  such  manner,  as  to  grade  and  direction,  as  the  municipal

The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  issued  from  time  to  time  as  its  interests 
require,  but  not  for  less  than  par.' 

Sect.  4.  Section  five  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

'  Sect.  5.  Said  corporation  shall  keep  and  maintain  in  repair 
such  portion  of  the  town  or  highways  as  shall  be  occupied  by  the 
track  of  its  railroad ;  but  changes  of  its  grade  rendered  necessary 
by  the  change  of  grade  of  any  of  said  ways,  shall  be  made  at  the 
expense  of  said  city  or  town,  and  not  of  said  corporation.' 

Sect.  5.  The  city  of  Rockland  and  the  town  of  Thomaston  are 
hereby  authorized  to  exempt  from  taxation,  the  real  estate  and 
personal  property  of  said  corporation  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
ten  years  from  the  first  day  of  April  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
four.

An  Mt  to  ineorporate  the  town  of  Wott  Waterrille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepreaeniati'ves  in  Legis- 
lature assembled,  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Waterville  lying  westerly 
of  the  following  described  line,  namely :  commencing  in  the  north 
line  of  the  town  of  Sidney,  about  two  miles  west  of  Kennebec 
river,  in  the  range  of  the  west  line  of  the  second  mile- ran geway 
in  Watervflle ;  thence  northerly  in  said  west  line  of  said  rangeway 
to  the  centre  of  the  cross  road  leading  from  Emerson  bridge  to 
West  Waterville  village ;  thence  northerly  on  the  westerly  line  of 
said  second  mile  rangeway  road  to  the  south  line  of  the  McKeck- 
nie  road ;  thence  westerly  in  the  south  line  of  said  McKecknie 
road  about  forty  rods  to.the  east  line  of  Henry  J.  Morrill's  land; 
thence  northerly  in  the  east  line  of  said  Morrill's  land,  and  in  the 
same  course,  to  the  southerly  line  of  the  Marston  road ;  thence 
westerly  in  the  southerly  line  of  eaid  Marston  road  to  the  thread 
of  the  Emerson  stream ;  thence  westerly  down  the  thread  of  said 
stream  to  the  mouth  -of  the  Toby  brook,  thence  up  said  Toby 
brook  to  the  south  line  of  the  town  of  Fairfield,  vis  hereby  incor- 
corporate  nime.   porated  iuto  a  Separate  town,  by  the  name  of  West  Waterville, 
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and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  liabilities,  incident  to 
other  towns  in  this  state. 

Sect.  2.  The  several  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  West  Water- 
ville  shall  be  holden  to  pay  all  taxes  which  have  been  legally 
assessed  upon  them  by  the  town  of  Watcrville,  and  the  several 
collectors  of  taxes  for  said  town  of  Waterville  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  to  collect  and  pay  all  taxes  to  them  already 
committed  according  to  their  respective  warrants.  All  moneys 
now  in  the  treasury  of  said  town  of  Waterville,  and  all  sums 
which  shall  hereafter  be  received  from  taxes  heretofore  assessed, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  several  purposes  for  which  they  were  raised, 
and  in  case  of  any  excess,  said  excess  shall  be  applied  by  the 
treasurer  of  Waterville  in  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  said 
town  of  Waterville. 

Skct.  3.  Said  town  of  West  Waterville  shall  be  holden  to  pay 
the  said  town  of  Waterville  three-tenths  part  of  all  debts  and 
liabilities  of  said  Waterville  now  existing,  upon  contract  or  other- 
wise, less  five  thousand  dollars,  on  account  of  Ticonic  bridge  debt, 
or  which  may  hereafter  arise  in  consequence  of  any  and  all  suits 
at  law  pending  for  or  against  said  town,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  commenced  on  any  cause  of  action  which  may  now  exist  against 
said  town  of  Waterville,  the  same  to  be  paid  to  the  town  of  Water- 
ville when  said  liabilities  occur,  and  all  actions  now  pending,  ^hall 
be  prosecuted  to  final  judgment  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
concurrence  of  the  municipal  officers  of  the  two  towns. 

Sect.  4.  The  inhabitants  of  said  towns  shall  continue  to  hold 
and  enjoy  in  common  all  rights  and  privileges  hitherto  belonging 
to  the  inhabitants  of  Waterville  in  any  and  all  public  cemeteries 
within  the  limits  of 'said  towns. 

Sect.  5.  The  several  school  districts  divided  by  this  act  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  school  districts 
composed  of  parts  of  towns. 

Sect.  6.  All  persons  hereafter  becoming  chargable  as  paupers 
shall  be  chargable  to  that  town  on  whose  territory  they  last  re- 
sided, but  past  residence  as  a  pauper  on  the  town  farm  of  Water- 
ville is  hereby  excepted. 

Sect.  7..  The  obligations  imposed  on  the  town  of  Waterville  by 
the  special  act  of  the  legislature,  approveH  January  twenty-first, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  shall  not  be 
changed,  nor  those  of  the  town  of  Winslow  increased  by  this  act, 
but  said  town  of  West  Waterville  shall  in  no  way  be  subject  to 
said  obligations. 

Sect.  8.  The  two  towns  shall  form  one  representative  district 
till  otherwise  provided  by  law.  And  the  state  valuation  of  Water- 
ville shall  be  reduced  three-tenths,  and  the  state  valuation  of  West 
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Waterville  ehall  be  three-tenths  the  state  Taluation  of  Watervflle 
for  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  And  all  state  and  coanty  taxes 
hereafter  shall  be  assessed  accordingly. 

Sect.  9.  The  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  who  shall 
hold  the  term  of  said  court  at  Augusta^  within  an4  for  the  county 
of  KennebeCi  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  after  notice  to  both 
parties,  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  a  board  of  com- 
missioners, and  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  board  occurring  at  any 
time,  who  shall  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable  proceed  to  examine 
all  the  personal  property  except  the  books  and  records,  the  town 
house  and  lot,  the  town  farm  and  wood  lot,  and  all  other  real  estate 
own^d  by  the  present  town  of  Waterville  except  the  public  ceme- 
teries, and  appraise  the  same ;  and  they  shall  ascertain  the  number 
of  paupers  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  town  of  Waterville 
at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect;  and  said  commissioners,  after 
hearing  the  parties,  shall,  in  writing,  make  an  award  in  relation  to 
any  of  the  matters  herein  submitted  to  them,  which  aw»rd  shall 
be  deposited  by  said  commissioners  with  the  clerks  of  said  towns, 
and  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  towns ;  and  said  awards 
shall  determine  what  division  of  the  personal  property,  and  the 
real  estate  of  the  town,  except  the  public  cemeteries,  books  and 
records  shall  be  made,  and  to  which  town  each  article  and  parcel 
of  real  estate  shall  be  made,  and  to  which  town  each  article  and 
parcel  of  real  estate  shall  belong ;  for  all  articles  and  parcel  of  real 
estate  awarded  to  the  town  of  Waterville,  said  town  of  Waterville 
shall  pay  to  said  town  of  West  Waterville  three-tenths  the  value 
thereof,  as  appraised  by  said  commissioners ;  for  each  article  and 
parcel  of  real  estate  awarded  to  the  town  of  West  Waterville,  said 
town  of  West  Waterville  shall  pay  to  said  town  of  Waterville  seven- 
tenths  the  value  thereof,  as  appraised  by  said  commissioners ;  said 
awards  shall  be  held  to  convey  the  property  so  awarded  to  each 
of  said  towns.  In  the  division  of  paupers,  said  commissioners 
shall  award  to  each  town  to  support  those,  as  near  as  may  be, 
who  resided  on  the  territories  of  each  when  they  last  became 
paupers,  and  in  regard  to  those  whose  residence  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained they  shall  make  an  equitable  division.  And  said  commis- 
sioners shall  make  an  award  in  regard  to  all  matters  and  questions 
arising  by  reason  of  the  division  of  said  town,  not  Kierein  specially 
provided  for,  and  upon  either  and  all  of  said  matters  the  said 
awards  shall  be  final ;  and  all  sums  of  money  so  awarded  by  said 
commissioners  shall  be  paid  within  six  months  from  the  date  of 
said  awards.  In  case  said  commissioners  shall  not  unanimously 
agree  upon  an  award  in  any  of  the  matters  herein  submitted  to 
them,  they  shall  submit  the  matter  of  disagreement  to  the  counly 
commissioners  of  Kennebec  county,  who  shall  examine  the  matter 
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in  relation  to  whi<jh  the  disagreement  ariseS;  after  notice  to  and  Chap.  888. 
hearing  of  both  parties,  and  shall  make  their  award  and  return  it 
to  the  town  clerks  of  said  towns,  to  be  recorded  in  like  manner 
and  with  like  effect  as  an  award  of  the  commissioners  first  named. 

Sect.  10.    The  records  and  papers  of  the  town  of  Waterville  wateirnieto 
shall  be  hereafter  retained  by  said  town,  and  each  town  have  aodpapen. 
access  to  the  same. 

Sect.  11.     Any  justice  of  the  peace  may  call  the  first  meeting  Ftnt  meeting  of 
of  the  town  of  West  Waterville  by  posting  a  warrant  therefor,  how  called.       ' 
stating  the  objects  of  said  meeting,  in  three  public  and  con- 
spicuous places  in  said  town  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time 
of  holding  said  meeting.

Be  a  eftacted  by  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Bepreaentatirjes  in  J^egia" 
UUure  aeeembled,  as  follows : 

Sbct.  1.  The  Portland  and  Kennebec,  the  Somerset  and  Ken-  GooMUdation  of 
nebec,  the  Androscoggin,  and  the  Leeds  and  Farmington  Railroad 
Companies,  whose  roads  are  now  leased  to  and  operated  by  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad  Company  are  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
solidate said  companies,  or  such  of  them  as  elect  so  to  do,  with 
the  Maine  Central  Railroad  Company,  into  one  corporation,  upon 
the  principles,  in  the  manner,  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions, 
so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable,  of  the  act  of  April  one, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  entitled  "  an  act  to  authorize  the 
jconsolidation  of  certain  railroad  corporations/'  under  which  the 
Penobscot  and  Kennebec,  and  the  Androscoggin  and  Kennebec 
have  become  consolidated. 

Sect.  2.  No  suit,  action,  or  other  proceeding  now  pending  be-  Acdoupaiding, 
fore  any  court  or  tribunal,  in  which  any  railroad  company  that 
may  be  so  consolidated  is  a  party,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  abated 
or  discontinued,  by  reason  of  any  such  agreement  of  consolidation ;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentaiivea  in  Legia- 
lature  assembled,  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.    T.  S.  Lewis,  George  W.  Frost,  J,  M.  Strout,  Richard  corpontors. 
Palmer  and  J.  M.  Mason,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,

The  authority  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Lewis-  cuyoooncuor 
ton  to  lay  out,  make,  maintain  and  repair  all  main  drains  and  ic6d  to  mike  am 
common  sewers  in  said  city,  shall  remain  as  provided  by  chapter  ^ 
three  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  the  public  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four,  to  which  this  act  is  additional. 

Sect.  2.  To  defray  in  part  the  expenses  of  making  and  repair-  —may  aassM 
ing  main  drains  and  common  sewers,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  deAray  part 
said  city  may  assess  upon  abutting  lots  of  land,  and  upon  lots 
benefited  thereby,  and  upon  such  other  lots  as  the  health  of  said 
city  requires  to  be  drained,  a  sum  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  the 
cost  of  making  and  constructing  such  main  drains  and  common 
sewers,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  catch-basins  and  connecting  drains,

Sect.  3.  Whenever  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  said  city  shall 
decide  that  any  lot  of  land  abutting  or  contiguous  to,  or  that  can 
be  conveniently  drained  into  any  main  drain  or  sewer,  needs  to  be 
drained  in  order  to  promote  the  health  of  said  city,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  mayor  and  aldermen  to  give  immediate  notice  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  city  clerk,  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
such  lot  of  land  to  drain  the  same,  and  said  notice  may  designate 
the  sewer  or  drain  into  which  the  same  may  be  drained ;  and  if 
such  owner  or  occupant  shall  unreasonably  refuse  to  drain  the 
same  as  required,  the  city  may  proceed  to  lay  such  drain  or  sewer 
to  drain  the  same,  and  charge  the  expense  to  such  owner  or  occu- 
pant ;  and  such  expense  shall  be  a  charge  against  such  lot  of  land 
drained ;  and  a  lien  is  created  to  secure  the  payment  of  such  ex- 
pense, and  it  shall  be  charged  against  said  lot  of  land  and  returned 
for  collection  to  the  city  treasurer ;  and  if  such  expense  is  not  paid 
within  three  months  after  notice  by  the  city  treasurer  in  writing  to 
the  owner  of  such  lot,  and  request  to  pay  the  same,  an  action  of 
debt  may  be  maintained  in  the  name  of  the  city  treasurer  to  re- 
cover such  expense,  and  execution  issued  upon  any  judgment 
obtained  in  such  action  may  be  levied  upon  the  lot  of  land  drained

or  repaired  by  said  city,  for  the  purposes  of  draining  said  lot,  or 
shall  have  had  his  land  benefited  by  being  drained  by  a  street

GOVERNOR  PERHAM'S  ADDRESS. 


Oenilemen  of  (he  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentaiives : 

Having  again  been  called  to  the  discbarge  of  the  executive 
duties  of  the  State,  I  appear  before  you,  the  representatives  of  the 
people,  to  take  and  subscribe  the  oaths  of  ofiSce ;  to  return  my 
profound  thanks  to  those  who  have,  for  three  years,  honored  me 
with  their  confidence  and  suffrages ;  to  renew  the  pledge  of  my 
most  earnest  efforts  to  promote  the  great  interests  of  the  State  and 
to  guard  with  watchful  care  the  rights  and  welfare  of  the  people  ; 
and,  in  obedience  to  the  constitution,  to  give  information  of  the 
condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such  measures  as  are 
deemed  expedient. 

In  this  spirit  and  with  these  purposes,  I  greet  you,  and  welcome 
you  to  these  halls,  and  to  the  high  duties  and  responsibilities  with 
which  you  are  charged.  Mindful  of  the  obligations  resting  upon 
us,  acknowledging  our  dependence  on  the  Divine  Ruler  and  invok- 
ing that  wisdom  that  is  from  above,  let  us  donsecrate  our  best 
energies  to  the  service  of  the  State. 

National  Condition. 

It  is  proper  that  we  should  pause  for  a  moment  on  the  threshold 
of  our  duties/ and  recall  some  of  the  leading  facts  that  characterize 
the  present  highly  prosperous  condition  of  the  country.  In  the 
two  questions  between  this  country  and  Great  Britain,  involving 
the  Alabama  claims  and  the  San  Juan  boundary,  decisions  have 
been  made  confirming  fully  in  one  case,  and  upon  the  most  impor- 
tant points  in  the  other,  the  claims  of  the  United  States.  The 
amicable  settlement  of  these  questions  is  a  triumph  of  the  princi- 
ples of  peace  over  those  of  war  in  the  adjustment  of  international 
differences. 

The  year  1873  opens  with  a  degree  of  prosperity  in  all  our 
national  interests  seldom  if  ever  equaled  in  our  history.  Unusual 
activity  characterizes  all  our  industrial  pursuits.  Our  railways, 
the  arteries  of  civilization  and  commerce,  are  being  rapidly  ex- 
tended into  every  part  of  the  country  where  there  are  resources  to 
be  developed.  They  Are  opening  up  channels  of  business  before 
unknown,  and  bringing  to  the  great  marts  of  trade  the  wealth 
heretofore  too  remote  to  be  utilized,  and  vitalizing  our  entire 
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induBtrial  sjstem.  The  locomotive  stops  not  at  the  base  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  nor  the  confines  of  civilization.  Intent  upon 
its  great  mission,  it  scales  the  mountains,  traverses  vast  prairies, 
plunges  into  dense  forests,  spreads  firms,  towns,  cities,  schools, 
factories  and  the  newspaper  press  on  its  way,  and  opens  up  new 
highways  for  the  commerce  of  the  world. 

Our  agricultural,  manufacturing,  mining  and  commercial  inter- 
ests were  never  more  prosperous.  All  the  means  of  water  trans- 
portation at  command  are  not  sufficient  to  carry  our  surplus 
agricultural  products  to  the  markets  of  the  old  world.  The  single 
State  of  Pennsylvania  is  producing  more  iron  at  the  present  time 
than  England  and  the  continent  of  Europe.  It  is  reported  that 
iron  has  recently  been  shipped  to  Europe  with  advantage ;  and  it 
is  confidently  predicted  that  within  a  few  years,  instead  of  import- 
ing iron  from  England,  we  shall  export  large  quantities  to  that 
country. 

Our  internal  taxation,  made  necessary  by  the  war,  has  been  re- 
duced nearly  two  hundred  and  fifty  millions  per  annum ;  and  still 
we  have  been  paying  the  public  debt  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred 
millions  per  annum.  The  duties  on  imports  have  been  entirely 
removed  from  a  large  portion  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  other- 
wise greatly  reduced.  Soon  a  reasonable  duty  upon  articles  oi 
luxury,  which  will  be  chiefly  paid  by  the  wealthy,  with  sach 
modification  as  the  protection  of  our  own  laborers  demand,  and 
the  tax  on  spirits  and  tobacco,  will  be  sufficient  for  revenue,  and 
generally  satisfactory  to  the  people. 

Our  credit  has  been  strengthened  and  the  payment  of  our  debt 
made  absolutely  certain,  so  that  to-day  our  securities  are  eagerly 
sought  for  by  capitalists  for  permanent  investment  ia  this  and 
other  countries.  It  is  now  understood  that  the  balance  of  our 
debt  may  be  funded  at  four  and  a  half  to  five  per  cent,  interest. 
All  this  tends  to  appreciate  our  currency  and  hasten  the  time 
when  a  specie  basis  can  be  reached.  Our  present  banking  system 
secures  a  currency  which,  unlike  the  bills  of  the  old  State  banks, 
is  equally  good  in  all  parts  of  the  country ;  while  the  bill-holders 
are  secured  from  the  possibility  of  loss  by  the  mismanagement  or 
failure  of  the  banks. 

By  striking  the  shackles  from  the  slave,  we  have  removed  the 
badge  of  dishonor  which  slavery  attached  to  labor,  and  lifted  up 
and  dignified  human  industry. 

The  events  and  results  of  the  recent  Presidential  campaign 
indicate  greater  unanimity  upon  the  leading  questions  of  public 
policy  than  has  existed  since  the  country  was  divided  into  politi- 
cal parties.  The  constitutional  amendments  abolishing  slavery, 
and  guaranteeing  the  rights  of  citizenship  to.  all  persons  bom  or 
naturalized  in  the  United  States,  including  the  right  to  vote; 
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pledging  the  faith  of  the  country  to  pay  the  debt  incurred  in  the ' 
suppression  of  the  rebellion,  and  pensions  to  disabled  soldiers, 
and  the  dependents  of  such  as  died  in  the  service;  declaring 
illegal  and  void  all  debts  and  obligations  created  in  aid  of  the 
rebellion,  and  giving  Congress  power  to  enforce  these  amend- 
ments by  appropriate  legislation,  have  all  been  accepted  by  their 
former  opponents  and  approved  by  the  platforms  of  both  political 
parties.  Assuming  that  these  platforms  express  the  sentiments 
of  the  men  who  made  them,  no  party  now  desires  the  revival  of 
slavery  or  the  withdrawal  of  the  rights  of  citizenship,  the  ballot 
or  the  privileges  of  education  from  those  recently  in  servitude, 
and  no  one  questions  the  propriety  of  providing  that  our  debt 
shall  be  paid,  and  that  no  part  of  the  debt  created  in  aid  of  the 
rebellion  shall  be  assumed  by  any  State  or  the  general  govern- 
ment. All  are  in  favor  of  such  changes  and  reforms  in  the  civil 
service  and  other  departments  of  the  government  ae  experience 
shall  dictate  and  the  good  of  the  country  require.  Indeed,  it  is 
said  that  in  the  recent  Presidential  canvass,  many  voters  hereto- 
fore republicans,  were  seriously  puzzled  to  determine  whether  the  « 
democratic  pculy  had  not  become,  as  it  claimed  in  some  instances, 
more  intensely  and  truly  republican  than  the  republican  party 
itself ;  while  others  were  so  positive  that  such  was  the  fact  that 
they  deemed  it  their  duty  to  vote  the  democratic  ticket  in  order 
to  sustain  republican  principles. 

The  principal  questions  that  have  divided  the  two  great  politi- 
cal parties  being  substantially  settled,  we  shall  have  time  to  de- 
vole  more  of  our  thoughts  and  energies  to  the  development  of  our 
material  and  intellectual  resources,  and  the  achievement  of  the 
grand  results  which  in  the  possibilities  of  the  future  await  our 
efforts. 

Finances. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  State,  as  appears  by  the  report  of 
the  State  Treasurer,  is  highly  satisfactory.

The  sinking  funds  established  by  acts  of  1866  and  1868  are 
rapidly  accumulating,  and  will  be  amply  sufiScient  to  meet  the 
debt  as  it  matures. 

Exclusive  of  the  mill  tax,  the  State  tax  of  1872  was  reduced 
fifty  or  sixty  thousand  dollars  from  the  previous  year.  The  tax- 
payers will  now  be  glad  to  learn  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Treas* 
urer,  if  there  are  no  extraordinary  appropriations  made  by  this 
Legislature,  the  State  tax  for  the  year  1873  can  be  reduced  to  five 
mills  on  a  dollar,  being  a  reduction  of  $170,000  from  the  State  tax 
of  1872. 

While  it  is  our  duty  to  provide  for  all  just  and  necessary  ex- 
penses, we  shall,  I  trust,  exercise  the  most  rigid  scrutiny  in  regard 
to  all  our  appropriations  and  disbursements. 

• 

Educational. 

For  a  complete  exhibit  of  the  educational  work  of  the  State, 
you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Schools.  He  makes  some  important  suggestions  that  will, 
I  trust,  receive  your  careful  consideration.  Our  Normal  schools 
are  doing  well,  but  the  demand  for  thoroughly  trained  teachers  is 
greater  than  they  can  supply.  In  a  Government  like  ours,  where 
the  source  of  power  is  in  the  people,  free  schools  and  general 
education  are  the  surest  guarantees  of  good  government  and  the 
perpetuity  of  free  institutions.  The  material  prosperity  and 
moral  standing  of  the  State  corresponds  with  the  degree  of 
intelligence  among  the  people.  The  State  that  best  educates  its 
citizens,  will,  other  things  being  equal,  be  the  strongest  and  most 
prosperous.  Education  lifts  up  the  masses,  and  secures  greater 
equality  of  wealth  and  iufluence.     It  creates  individual  strength 
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and  reliance ;  ignorance  brings  weakness  and  dependence.  It 
secures  progress;  the  neglect  of  it  carries  us  backward.  It 
brings  national  power  and  respect ;  through  ignorance  both  are 
forfeited.  Our  hope  is  in  the  intelligence  of  the  people;  our 
danger  is  in  the  ignorance  that  is  controlled  by  corrupt  men.  To 
the  forces  which  education  has  planted  in  the  heart,  the  brain  and 
the  conscience  of  the  people,  we  owe  our  success  in  the  past,  and 
upon  them  we  rest  our  hopes  of  the  future.  This  grand  super- 
structure of  free  government  which  we  are  building  can  only  rest 
securely  upon  the  immovable,  enduring  foundation  of  universal  ^ 
public  education. 

We  rely  chiefly  upon  our  common  school  system  to  provide  for 
the  intellectual  wants  of  the  young,  and  for  carrying  each  succes- 
sive generation  forward  to  a  higher  plane  of  moral  and  intellectual 
development.  Every  question,  then,  bearing  upon  this  subject  is 
of  vital  importance.  The  wages  of  teachers  are  less  in  this  than 
in  any  other  .State  in  the  country.  Hence  many  of  our  best 
teachers  leave  the  State  or  engage  in  other  pursuits.  We  cannot 
expect  good  schools  without  good  teachers,  and  but  few  good 
teachers  cap  be  had  without  good  pay. 

I  am  glad  to  notice  that  the  proportion  of  female  to  male  teach- 
ers is  gradually  increasing.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  There  are 
some  occupations  open  to  men  that  are  not  accessible  to  women, 
but  for  this  they  are  peculiarly  adapted.  Many  of  our  best  and 
most  successful  teachers  are  females.  I  am  here  reminded  of  what 
appears  to  me  to  be  great  injustice  to  female  teachers.  The  wages 
of  male  teachers  in  this  State  average  thirty-three  dollars  qipd 
seventeen  cents  per  month,  exclusive  of  board.  The  average 
wages  for  female  teachers,  exclusive  of  board,  is  fourteen  dollars 
and  forty  cents  per  month.  This  is  wrong.  A  given  amount  of 
labor,  equally  well  performed,  is  worth  the  same,  whether  done  by 
a  male  or  female.  A  woman  can  live  no  cheaper  than  a  man ;  it 
costs  as  much  for  her  education  as  for  his ;  she  has  no  advantage 
in  the  cost  of  board,  clothing,  railroad,  stage  and  hack  fare,  hotel 
bills,  books,  magazines  or  papers.  Indeed,  present  custom  in 
some  of  the  most  important  of  these  items  of  expenditures  demand 
more  of  her  than  of  him.  Why,  then,  must  she  be  compelled  to 
accept  one  dollar  for  services  of  equal  value  with  those  for  which 
you  pay  him  two  dollars  and  thirty  cents  ?  I  earnestly  hope  the 
next  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  will  show  a 
large  increase  in  the  wages  of  female  teachers. 

I  suggest  that  our  present  public  school  system  is  defective  in 
that  it  does  not,  except  in*  rare  instances,  furnish  facilities  for  in- 
struction beyond  those  offered  in  the  district  school.  This  has 
created  a  necessity  for  a  large  number  of  academies  and  private 
high  schools ;  and  these  have  in  some  respects  detracted  from  the 
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interest  so  desirable  in  the  public  school.  Many  of  oar  wealthiest 
and  most  intelligent  citizens  rely  chiefly  upon  private  institutions 
for  the  education  of  their  children.  They  do  this  because,  in  their 
opinion,  the  instruction  in  the  public  school  is  not  what  it  should 
be,  or  because  a  higher  grade  of  studies  is  desired.  The  result  is 
that  the  interest  which  all  citizens  should  have  in  our  common 
schools  is,  to  some  extent,  at  least,  withdrawn,  and  the  active 
efforts  of  many  whose  cooperation  and  advice  are  greatly  needed, 
are  turned  into  other  educational  channels;  and  this  will  con- 
tinue until  our  schools  are  raised  to  the  standard  required  by  the 
progressive  demands  of  the  times. 

Our  public  schools  should  be  the  best  schools  in  the  State,  and 
should  furnish  opportunities  not  only  for  primary  and  interme- 
diate studies,  but  to  prepare  for  college,  or  the  practical  duties  of 
life.  These  advantages  should  be  as  free  to  the  children  as  the 
water  they  drink  or  the  air  tboy  breathe.  In  most  of  our  cities, 
and  in  some  of  the  larger  towns,  public  schools  of  the  grade  in- 
dicated are  in  successful  operation.  In  the  smaller  towns  it  will, 
of  course,  be  more  difficult,  but  it  appears  to  me  not  impracticable 
to  establish  in  every  town  of  one  thousand  or  more  inhabitants,  a 
public  high  school,  equal  in  grade  to  our  best  academies.  Two  or 
more  smaller  towns  could  unite  for  this  purpose.  This  would 
secure  equal  opportunities  for  the  children  of  the  rich  and  poor 
and  unite  the  interests  of  all  classes.  Many  of  our  academies 
now  having  a  feeble  and  precarious  support,  or  no  support  at  all, 
would  furnish  excellent  accommodations,  and  in  some  instances 
good  teachers  for  public  high  schools.  Ample  room  would  then 
be  left  for  the  many  excellent  institutions  in  the  State  of  a  grade 
between  the  high  school  and  college.  I  trust  the  educational 
interest  of  the  State  will  receive  at  your  hands  the  careful  con- 
sideration its  importance  demands. 

IimusTRiAL  Interests. 

The  labor  of  the  farmer  during  the  past  year  has  generally  been 
rewarded  with  satisfactory  returns.  Some  important  crops  have 
fallen  below  the  average,  while  others  have  exceeded  the  most 
sanguine  expectations.  More  interest  is  felt  in  the  discussion  of 
questions  affecting  this  great  interest  than  ever  before.  Farmers 
are  anxiously  inquiring  for  the  best  methods  of  cultivation ;  the 
most  approved  machinery,  the  comparative  advantage  and  profits  of 
different  kinds  of  crops,  and  for  new  and  more  profitable  channels 
of  agricultural  industry.  This  spirit  of  inquiry,  supplemented  by 
the  meetings  and  discussions  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and 
Farmers'  Clubs  and  the  agricultural  departments  of  the  public 
press,  cannot  fail  to  advance  materially  the  development  of  our 
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agricnltural  resources.  Our  mannfactures  of  cotton  and  woolen 
fabrics,  leather,  boots  and  shoes,  bricks,  and  carriages  and  other 
articles  of  wood,  are  increasing.  Many  of  the  older  manufactar- 
ing  operations  are  being  enlarged,  and  new  establishments  are 
starting  up  in  various  parts  of  the  State.  Onr  water-power, 
which,  for  constant  supply  and  availability,  is  unsurpassed  in  the 
country,  is  being  more  extensively  improved.  Our  advantages  in 
ibis  direction  have  already  attracted  a  large  amount  of  capital  to 
the  State,  and  must  eventually  make  this  one  of  the  leading  man- 
nfaoturing  States  in  the  country. 

Our  quarries  of  granite,  marble,  slate  and  lime  are  inexhaustible. 
Operations  in  them  are  inbreasing  and  yielding  remunerative 
returns.  The  products  of  these  quarries  have  already  become  an 
important  item  in  our  industrial  productions. 

More  than  the  usual  amount  of  lumber  has  been  cut  and  manu- 
factured during  the  past  year,  and  a  ready  sale  has  been  found. 
Our  timber  lands  are  proving  to  be  an  almost  inexhaustible  source 
of  wealth.  Townships  upon  which  operations  have  been  carried 
on  every  winter  for  thirty  years  are  now  worth  much  more  than 
their  value  prior  to  the  Orst  cutting.  It  is  now  becoming  evident 
that,  vast  as  is  the  amount  of  timber  cut  in  the  State,  the  annual 
growth,  where  the  fires  are  kept  out,  is  nearly  equal  to  what  is 
removed  by  the  lumbermen.  The  timber  which  our  fathers  sup- 
posed would  be  entirely  exhausted  before  this  time,  now  promises 
to  be  an  important  source  of  income  for  generations  to  come. 

There  has  been  greater  activity  in  our  ship-yards  the  past  year 
than  for  some  years  before.  A  demand  has  arisen  for  the  smaller 
class  of  vessels  for  the  coasting  trade,  which  our  shipbuilders  have 
not  been  slow  to  supply.  There  are  no  more  skillful  builders  than 
in  Maine,  and  there  is  no  place  in  the  country  where  vessels  can 
be  built  better  or  cheaper.  The  increasing  demand  for  such  ves- 
sels as  we  have  usually  built  in  Maine,  with  the  aid  Congress  is 
giving,  promises  to  restore,  in  some  degree,  at  least,  a  business 
that  was  once  the  dependence  of  important  sections  of  the  State 
and  the  pride  of  all.  It  is  believed  by  many  that  as  much  tonnage 
will  be  built  in  Maine  the  next  year  as  in  any  previous  year. 

The  revival  of  shipbuilding  is  important  in  another  respect.  It 
will  aid  in  regaining  our  lost  commerce  ;  and  restoring  to  us  our 
share  in  the  carrying  trade.  As  a  general  rule,  the  people  who 
build  no  vessels,  sail  none,  while  those  who  do  build,  sail  them. 
We  may  reasonably  expect  that  the  new  impulse  given  to  our 
shipbuilding  will  increase  the  number  of  American  owners,  and 
multiply  the  number  of  American  flags  in  the  commercial  harbors 
of  the  world. 
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State  Pbisok. 

The  State  Prison  has  paid  its  expenses  daring  the  past  year  and 
seven  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  and  ninety- 
three  cents  besides.  The  number  of  convicts  in  the  prison  Decem- 
ber Ist,  1871,  was  one  hundred  and  seventy-four.  December  Ist, 
1872,  there  were  one  hundred  and  sixty-four.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  Warden,  the  number  will  continue  to  decrease  daring  the  next 
year.  In  addition  to  the  value  of  buildings,  the  personal  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  Prison  liable  to  destruction  by  fire,  is  valued 
at  nearly  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  old  fire  engine  is, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Warden  and  Inspectors,  entirely  inadequate, 
and  the  purchase  of  a  steam  fire  en^ne  is  recommended. 

Railroads. 

The  Report  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  shows  that  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight  miles  of  railway  are  in  operation  in  the  State. 

Less  accidents  have  occurred,  and  general  improvements  and 
efficiency,  and  greater  vigilance  have  characterized  the  manage- 
ment of  our  railroads  during  the  year.  The  suggestions  of  the 
Commissioners  in  regard  to  cases  where  the  managers  of  railroads 
decline  to  repair  roads  deemed  unsafe,  and  where  they  refuse  to 
run  them  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  will,  I  trust' 
receive  your  attention. 

Insane  Hosprr/L. 

The  Trustees  and  Superintendent  of  the  Insane  Hospital  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  institution  is  filled  beyond  its  capac- 
ity for  suitable  accommodations.  The  important  duty  will  devolve 
upon  you  of  determining  how  the  increasing  number  of  these  un- 
fortunate people  shall  be  provided  for. 

The  Trustees  renew  their  suggestion  of  last  year  in  regard  to 
the  abuses  arising  under  the  statute  which  requires  the  State  to 
pay  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  week  towards  the  support  of 
such  patients  as  are  without  means,  and  have  no  relatives  liable 
for  their  support.  The  fact  that,  after  the  State  has  paid  the 
entire  expenses  of  forty-nine  patients,  three  hundred  and  four 
others  are  receiving  aid  under  this  statute,  leaving  only  forty  who 
are  not  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  State,  is  strong  evi- 
dence of  the  abuses  complained  of.  Some  legislation  is  required 
on  this  and  other  subjects  referred  to  in  the  repoil.  The  sugges- 
tions of  the  Trustees  in  regard  to  the  new  chapel  are  commended 
to  your  consideration. 
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State  Collbob  of  Agriculturb  and  the  Mbghanic  Arts. 

The  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  has 
beeu  in  operation  four  years,  and  graduated  its  first  class  last 
August.  There  are  now  seventy-one  students  in  the  college. 
The  freshman  class  numbers  thirty-two,  and  will  be  increased  at 
the  beginning  of  the  next  term.  The  number  of  students  is  in- 
creasing as  the  college  becomes  more  efficient  and  better  known, 
and  the  next  class  will,  no  doubt,  be  much  larger  than  any. before. 
The  young  men  composing  the  first  graduating  class,  though 
coming  to  the  institution  with  the  disadvantages  of  some  two 
years  less  preparation  than  is  required  in  other  colleges,  acquitted 
themselves  with  great  credit,  and  gave  evidence  of  thorough 
preparation  for  the  active  duties  of  business  life.  Labor  is  the 
means  designed  by  the  Creator  for  the  development  of  the  physical 
powers.  The  results  in  our  college,  as  well  as  in  other  similar 
institutions,  show  that  a  few  hours'  labor  each  day,  aids  rather 
than  retards  the  development  of  the  intellectual  powers,  and  that 
it  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  highest  scholastic  attainments. 

I  am  glad  to  notice  that  women  are  being  admitted  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  this  and  other  colleges  in  the  State.  It 
is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  one  in  which  I  am  proud  to 
see  the  State  of  Maine  take  a  leading  part.  The  moral  standard 
of  these  colleges  will  be  elevated  by  the  change,  and  other 
interests  will  not  sufier.  Not  only  the  rights  of  women  but  the 
most  vital  interests  of  the  future,  demand  that  she  shall  have 
opportunities  for  the  cultivation  of  her  intellectual  faculties, 
equal  to  those  enjoyed  by  men.  The  avenues  ^f  literary  and 
scientific  attainments  should  be  open  alike  to  all  our  people,  male 
and  female. 

Military. 

The  last  legislature  elected  Joshua  L.  Chamberlain,  Major  Gen- 
eral of  Militia,  to  whose  command  the  military  companies  of  the 
State  have  been  assigned. 

In  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  General  which  includes  the  reports 
of  the  Major  General  and  Inspector  General,  some  important  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations  are  made  in  regard  to  our  military 
organizations,  to  which  I  invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislature. 

An  expensive  military  organization  in  this  State  is  not  deemed 
necessary.  We  do  need  however  an  effective  force  which  can  be 
relied  upon  to  meet  such  emergencies  as  are  liable  to  arise.  Ton 
will  be  called  upon  to  consider  whether  the  necessary  interest  and 
efficiency  can  be  sustained  by  the  inilitia  of  the  State  without 
offering  some  opportunity  for  battalion  or  regimental  inspection  . 
and  drill. 

« 
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State  PiMSiOMtf. 

Eight  handred  and  thirteen  applications  for  State  pensions  have 
been  received  daring  the  year.  Of  these  six  handred  and  foor 
have  been  allowed  and  two  handred  and  nine  rejected. 

Whole  amount  allowed  for  pensions  $22,358.36,  a  decrease  of 
$4,482.02  since  last  year. 

The  distribution  of  this  fund  is  a  great  blessing  to  sach  of  our 
disabled  soldiers  and  the  dependents  of  those  who  lost  their  lives 
in  the  service  as  are  unable,  by  reason  of  special  misfortunes,  to 
avoid  destitution  without  the  aid  of  charity. 

Their  number  is  gradually  decreasing,  but  while  they  are  with 
us  the  State  will  honor  itself  by  providing  for  their  necessities. 

Ekporobment  of  the  Pbohibitobt  Laws. 

An  agree  that  intemperance  is  one  of  the  greatest  evils  that  afflict 
the  people.  How  to  eradicate  it,  is  a  question  that  addresses  itself 
-  to  all  lovers  of  sobriety  and  good  order,  and  involves  the  highest 
interests  of  the  State.  The  legislator  who  is  compelled  to  aid  in 
levying  taxes  upon  his  constituents  for  the  support  of  criminal 
courts,  jails,  prisons,  poor-houses  and  reformatory  institutions,  two- 
thirds  of  which  are  made  necessary  by  the  liquor  traffic,  cannot 
ignore  the  duty  of  removing,  as  far  as  possible,  the  cause  that 
imposes  these  heavy  burdens.  Our  State  suffers  greatly  by  this 
evil,  and  still  no  one  can  go  out  of  the  State  in  any  direction  with- 
out noticing  a  contrast  in  this  regard,  highly  commendable  to  our 
people  It  is  probable  that  less  intoxicating  liquors  are  drank  in 
Maine  than  iif  any  other  place  of  equal  population  in  the  country, 
perhaps  in  the  civilized  world.  This  enviable  position  has  been 
reached  through  many  years  of  individaal  and  organized  moral 
effort,  supplemented  by  efficient  prohibitory  laws ;  neither  means 
could  have  been  equally  successful  alone.  Other  States  have 
temperance  men  and  women  as  devoted  and  as  efficient  as  ours, 
but  having  no  laws  to  aid  them,  or  lacking  the  public  sentiment 
necessary  to  sustain  and  enforce  them,  the  success  they  deserve  is 
not  achieved. 

While  some  doubt  the  vrisdom  of  prohibition,  it  has  been  so 
often  and  so  emphatically  approved  by  the  people  that  it  may  be 
regarded  as  a  part  of  the  settled  policy  of  the  State.  The  law  of 
the  last  Legislature,  making  it  the  duty  of  sheriffs  and  their  depu- 
ties to  institute  legal  proceedings  against  violations  of  the  laws 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  has  secured  a  more 
■effective  enforcement  of  these  laws.  The  effects  are  perceptible 
in  the  decrease  of  drunkenness,  and  consequently  in  less  arrests 
•on  that  account ;  in  the  reduction  of  criminal  business  generally, 
and  in  thousands  of  comforts  and  blessings  brought  to  homes 
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'where  poverty  and  misery  reigned  before.  If  it  be  said  that  it  has 
destroyed  an  important  business,  and  left  the  venders  of  liquor 
\eithout  employment,  and  their  shops  unoccupied,  it  is  answered 
that  the  money  formerly  paid  to  support  their  business  has  been 
tamed  into  other  and  more  useful  channels  of  trade,  or  into 
the  families  of  those  whose  hard  earned  money  supported  the 
•traffic. 

The  law  prohibiting  the  sale  of  cider  the  same  as  other  intoxi- 
cating drinks,  except  when  sold  by  the  manufacturer,  has,  it  is 
believed,  failed  to  meet  the  expectations  of  its  friends.  It  has, 
however,  demonstrated  the  fact,  (if  any  demonstration  was  neces- 
Bary,)  that  cider  in  any  of  its  forms,  is  no  less  injurious  when  sold 
by  the  manufacturer  or  his  agent  than  when  sold  by  any  other 
man.  The  difficulty  in  discriminating  between  cider  in  its  harm- 
less and  hurtful  condition  is  such  that  most  of  the  temperance 
organizations,  after  much  experience  and  careful  consideration, 
have  found  it  necessary  to  include  cider  with  other  intoxicants  in 
their  pledges.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  a  majority 
of  our  people  do  not  view  the  subject  from  this  standpoint,  and 
have  not  come  to  regard  the  sale  of  cider  as  an  evil  equal  to  the 
sale  of  other  drinks  that  are  held  to  be  intoxicating  by  the  law. 
It  must  also  be  remembered,  that  any  law  to  be  efifective  and  per- 
manent, must  express,  not  simply  what  its  friends  deem  to  be 
wise,  but  what  the  aggregate  moral  sense  of  the  people  recognizes 
as  right.  It  vrill  not  be  denied  that  many  shops  where,  professed- 
ly, nothing  stronger  than  cider  is  sold,  either  in'  consequence  of 
the  age  of  the  cider  or  of  its  being  mixed  with  stronger  liquors, 
are  among  the  worst  drinking  places  in  the  State.  This  is  espe- 
cially observable  at  the  present  time,  in  places  whe're  the  enforoe- 
ment  of  the  law  makes  it  difficult  to  obtain  other  liquors. 

Many  young  men  supposing  the  beverage  sold  to  be  harmless, 
take  their  first  departure  towards  a  life  of  shame  and  disgrace,  in 
these  places.  Against  the  sale  of  cider  when  it  is  simply  a  harm- 
less beverage,  there  is,  I  presume,  no  desire  to  interfere,  but  when 
by  age  or  adulteration  it  becomes  intoxicating,  and  is  retailed  and 
drank  for  its  intoxicating  qualities,  and  tends  to  educate  the  appe- 
tite for  stronger  liquors,  the  sale  becomes  a  positive  evil. 

Conscious  of  the  difficulties  attending  legislation  upon  this  sub- 
ject, I  submit  these  suggestions  for  your  consideration,  in  the  hope 
that  in  your  wisdom  you  may  be  able  to  embody  the  principles 
upon  which  they  are  based  in  the  form  of  law  that  would  be  prao- 
ticable  in  its  operation,  and  commend  itself  to  the  judgment  of  the 
people. 
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Savings  Banes. 

The  present  number  of  Savings  Banks  doing  business  in  the 
State  is  fiflbj-four ;  five  having  organized  during  the  year. 

Whole  amount  of  deposits  $26,184,333.03;  being  an  increase 
of  $3,366,530.58  since  the  last  report. 

The  Bank  Examiner  states  that  the  total  amount  of  deposits  in 
the  Savings  banks  of  the  State  exceeds  the  total  of  the  capital,  I 

circulation  and  deposits  of  all  the  National  banks  in  the  State  by 
nearly  two  millions  dollars. 

Reform  School. 

The  management  of  the  Reform  School  is  generally  satisfactory. 
The  Trustees  report  that  the  farming  operations  have  been  an- 
usually  successful,  the  health  of  inmates  remarkably  good  and  the 
progress  in  the  school  commendable. 

Whole  number  in  the  school,  one  hundred  and  forty. 

Swedish  Immigration. 

The  number  of  our  Swedish  immigrants  has  been  increased 
during  the  past  year  by  the  arrival  of  three  hundred  more, 
who  came  without  any  promise  of  aid  by  the  State,  to  join  their 
countrymen. 

This  increases  the  immigration  from  Sweden  to  thirteen  hundred, 
about  one-half  of  whom  are  in  New  Sweden.  The  others  are 
variously  employed  in  other  parts  of  the  State.  The  colonists 
have  built  one  hundred  hoirses  and  eight  bams.  They  have 
erected  and  put  in  operation  one  saw-mill  and  two  steam  shingle 
mills.  They  have  now  in  the  colony  seventeen  horses,  sixteen 
oxen  and  seventy- six  cows.  During  the  year  they  have  paid 
$2,040.00  towards  the  supplies  furnished  them,  in  labor  on  the 
roads.  Thirty  miles  of  roads  in  the  township  are  now  passable. 
A  school  of  seventy  or  eighty  scholars,  in  which  the  English  lan- 
guage exclusively  is  taught,  has  been  sustained  about  four  months 
of  the  year  and  is  now  in  successful  operation. 

The  large  amount  of  rain  and  wet  weather  of  the  past  season 
has  made  the  clearing  of  land  and  harvesting  of  crops  somewhat 
difficult  in  the  older  portions  of  the  State ;  but  in  New  Sweden, 
where  the  clearings  are  necessarily  small  and  where  more  rain  has 
fallen  than  in  the  southerly  and  westerly  portions  of  the  State, 
U  has  been  with  very  great  difficulty  that  land  could  be  cleared  or 
crops  properly  harvested.  Two-thirds  of  the  land  intended  for 
crops  in  1872  remain  uncleared  on  this  account.  They,  however, 
succeeded  in  sowing  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  bushels  of 
spring  wheat,  and  in  planting  eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
bushels  of  potatoes,  besides  winter  wheat,  rye,  oats,  barley  and 
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Other  crops.  This  ib  only  about  one-third  of  what  they  would 
have  sown  and  planted  if  the  season  had  been  as  favorable  as  the 
average.  It  would  have  been  suflScient,  however,  to  place  the 
colonists  above  want,  if  the  season  had  been  ordinarily  favorable  ; 
hut  the  long  continued  rain  caused  the  wheat  to  rust  and  the 
potatoes  to  rot,  so  that  not  more  than  half  crops  were  realized. 

In  a  letter  to  me  dated  November  28,  1872,  signed  by  a  com- 
mittee in  behalf  of  the  colonists,  they  express  great  disappoint- 
ment on  account  of  their  inability  to  clear  more  land  and  the 
partial  failure  of  their  crops,  but  they  do  not  appear  discouraged. 
They  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  aid  the  State  has  given 
them.  They  say  they  are  inured  to  labor  and  ready  to  work  ;  that 
they  are  "  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  our  language  and  customs ; 
and  striving  to  gain  a  knowledge  of  our  form  of  government,  so 
that  when  they  receive  the  rights  of  citizenship  they  may  be  men 
and  not  dependent  children.'^  They  predict  that  New  Sweden 
within  ten  years  will  by  means  of  natural  increase  and  immigra- 
tion, number  its  citizens  by  thousands.  A  large  portion  of  these 
people  came  on  our  invitation.  They  have  done  the  best  they 
could.  The  failure  of  their  crops  is  no  fault  of  theirs.  We  must 
not  allow  them  to  suffer.  The  Report  of  the  Board  and  Commis- 
sioner of  Immigration,  containing  a  complete  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  colony,  will  be  laid  before  you  at  an  early  day. 

Public  Lands. 

The  report  of  the  Land  Agent  makes  a  complete  exhibit  of  the 
business  of  that  office.  In  my  last  annual  address,  I  called  atten- 
tion to  the  claim  made  by  the  European  and  North  American  Rail- 
way Company  to  certain  lands  set  apart  for  settlement.  I  also 
stated  that  parties  were  cutting  timber  on  a  portion  of  these  lands 
under  permits  from  said  Railway  Company.  These  parties  were, 
after  due  notice,  proceeded  against  as  trespassers,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  law.  This  was  followed  by  actions  against  the  Land 
Agent  and  the  sheriff  of  Aroostook  county.  Two  of  these  cases, 
involving  the  questions  at  issue  between  the  State  and  the  Rail- 
way Company,  are  to  be  argued  at  the  law  term  to  be  holden  in 
Bangor  in  June  next. 

FiSHEBIBS. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fisheries  will  be  read  with 
interest.  Important  suggestions  are  made  for  the  restoration  of 
valuable  species  of  fish  into  waters  where  they  were  formerly 
abundant,  but  from  which  they  have  been  expelled  by  artificial 
obstructions.  The  protection  of  this  important  interest  on  our 
shores,  and  in  our  bays  and  inland  waters,  is  of  great  importance 
to  the  State.  I  commend  the  suggestions  of  the  Commissioners 
in  regard  to  certain  amendments  to  the  law,  to  your  consideration. 
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Instruction  for  DsAr  Mutbs  and  the  Blind. 

We  are  now  Bupporting  in  the  American  Asylum  for  deaf  and 
dumb  at  Ilartford,  Conn.,  fifty-six  pupils  at  a  cost  of  $175  each 
per  annum.  We  are  also  paying  the  same  sum  in  part  support  of 
three  pupils  in  the  Clark  Institution  for  deaf  mutes  at  Northamp- 
ton, Massachusetts. 

The  Asylum  in  Hartford  is  under  efficient  management  and  the 
teaching  appears  to  be  thorough  and  practical,  both  in  the  school- 
room and  work-shop.  I  have  not  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the 
school  at  Northampton  where  articulation  and  lip-reading  are 
taught,  but  am  informed  that  it  is  in  all  respects  an  excellent 
institution.  We  also  have  eight  students  in  the  Perkins  Institu- 
tion for  the  Blind  at  South  Boston,  who  appear  to  be  making  good 
progress  towards  the  ability  to  support  themselves. 

Orphans  of  Soldiers  and  Sbaicbn. 

The  orphans  of  soldiers  and  seamen  have  continued  to  receive 
the  fostering  care  of  the  State.  The  fathers  of  these  children  g^ve 
their  lives  in  defence  of  the  country,  and  the  least  we  can  do  is  to 
adopt  their  orphans  as  children  of  the  State.  No  obligation  is 
more  sacred  than  this  and  none  will  be  more  cheerfully  performed. 
The  number  in  the  Orphans'  Home  at  Bath  is  now  fifty-seven. 
Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  friends  of  this  institution 
for  their  substantial  aid,  and  their  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  these 
children.  The  thanks  of  the  State  are  especially  due  to  Mrs.  C. 
A.  L.  Sampson,  who  without  compensation  has  devoted  almost 
her  entire  time  to  this  work  of  love. 

By  the  terms  of  an  appropriation  to  the  Orphan's  Home  in  Ban- 
gor, that  Institution  is  to  support  such  orphams  of  seldiers  and 
seamen  as  may  be  placed  in  its  charge,  not  exceeding  twentf. 
Ten  such  orphans  have  been  in  the  Home  during  a  portion  of  the 
year.  There  are  now  three.  The  management  of  thie  Home  appears 
to  be  all  that  could  be  expected  or  desired,  evincing  great  devo- 
tion and  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  l^e  manaifement 
of  He  affairs. 

The  Board  of  Ouardians  of  Indigent  Orphans  of  Soldiers  and 
Seamen  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  aiding  such  of  these  orphans 
outside  of  the  institutions  here  referred  to  'as  their  necessities 
require.  This  duty,  often  embarrassing,  and  always  requiring 
careful  discrimination,  the  Board  has  endeavored  to  perform  in 
that  spirit  of  tender  regard  for  these  wards  of  the  State  which 
prompted  the  appropriation  for  their  benefit.  Fojir  hundred 
nine  orphMis  have  been  aided  in  this  manner  during  the  year. 
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Industrial  Statistics. 

The  attention  of  the  last  legislature  was  called  to  the  importance 
of  providing  for  the  collection  and  publication  of  the  industrial 
statistics  of  the  State.  No  man  has  attempted  to  study  this  sub- 
ject without  being  convinced  of  the  great  need  of  reliAbie  statistical 
information.  A  knowledge  of  what  we  are  expending  and  doing 
in  every  branch  of  our  widely  varied  industries,  with  the  products 
"of  each,  and  the  aggregate  of  all,  would  be  valuable  to  our  own 
people,  and  attract  attention  to  our  undeveloped  resources.  The 
expense  of  collecting  and  publishing  these  statistics  would  be 
insignificant  when  compared  with  the  advantages  that  would  be 
secured.  I  hope  you  will  provide  for  the  performance  of  this  work 
by  one  of  the  State  departments,  or  by  the  appointment  of  an 
ofScer  for  this  special  dut^. 

Industrial  School  fob  Girls. 

The  last  legislature  incorporated  the  Maine  Industrial  School 
for  Girls.  The  corporators  have  held  one  meeting  and  organized 
by  the  choice  of  Hon.  Benjamin  Kingsbury,  Jr.,  of  Portland, 
President,  and  Hon.  E.  R.  French  of  Chesterville,  Secretary.  A 
benevolent  lady  in  Hallowell,  who  is  interested  in  this  subject, 
offers  to  the  State  a  donation  of  real  and  personal  estate  valued  at 
ten  thousand  dollars,  on  condition  that  there  be  established  io  the 
city  of  Hallowell,  by  public  or  private  benefactions,  or  both  com- 
bined,, an  industrial  school  for  girls  belonging  to  this  State,  for 
the  purpose  of  training  them  up  in  industry  and  virtue.  Another 
lady  in  the  same  city  proposes  to  donate  a  lot  of  land  valued  at 
two  thousand  dollars,  on  the  same  conditions.  The  interests  of 
morality  and  humanity  are  pleading  most  eloquently  for  an  insti- 
tution of  this  kind.  A  small  beginning  would  test  its  utility  and 
answer  for  the  present. 

• 

Bridge  across  the  Androsgoooin  River. 

The  last  legislature  appropriated  three  thousand  dollars  to  aid 
the  town  of  Gilead  in  building  a  bridge  across  the  Androscoggin 
river  in  that  town,  on  condition  that  should  the  bridge  cost  less  than 
eight  thousand  dollars,  the  amount  paid  should  not  exceed  three- 
eighths  of  the  whole  expense.  The  bridge  has  been  economically 
but  substantially  built  at  a  cost  of  about  $4,000,  of  which  $1530.- 
84  has  been  paid  from  the  State  Treasury,  agreeably  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  resolve,  leaving  in  the  Treasury  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  appropriation,  amounting  to  $1469.16, 
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OuB  Jail  Ststem. 

t 

For  the  third  time,  I  deem  it  mj  duty  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  legislature  to  the  peroicious  and  demoralizing  system  that 
characterizes  the  management  of  onr  jails.  I  am  not  aware  that 
there  is  any  occasion  for  complaint  against  those  who  have  the 
charge  of  these  institutions.  They  no  doubt  do  the  best  they  can 
with  their  opportunities.  The  fault  is  in  the  system  itself. 
Crowding  together  the  most  hardened  criminals  with  persons  of 
all  ages  and  guilty  of  all  grades  of  crimes,  including  those  who 
are  only  suspected  and  awaiting  trial,  with  nothing  to  do  but  to 
study  wickedness,  devise  plans  for  other  crimes,  and  poison  still 
more  the  minds  of  each  other,  is  promotive  rather  than  preventive 
of  crime.  I  will  not  repeat  the  suggestions  I  have  heretofore 
made  on  this  subject,  but  will  call  your  attention  to  the  able  report 
of  the  Commissioners  upon  the  jail  system  of  the  State,  made  to 
the  legislature  in  1871,  and  the  bill  which  accompanied  it.  I 
earnestly  hope  you  will  inaugurate  a  system  that  will  furnish  for 
those  confined  in  our  jails,  some  industrial  employment,  and 
better  opportunities  for  intellectual  improvement. 

Normal  School  Building  at  Castinb. 

The  last  Legislature  appropriated  twenty  thousand  dollars  for 
erecting,  furnishing  and  warming  a  suitable  school  building  for 
the  Eastern  Normal  School.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  Foster 
and  Dutton  of  Bethel,  who  have,  in  the  opinion  of  competent 
judges,  erected  a  thoroughly  substantial  building,  and  one  eveiy 
way  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  teas  designed.  The 
'building  is  an  ornament  to  the  place,  and  a  credit  to  the  State. 

Monument  to  Major  General  William  King. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolve  of  the  last  Legislature,  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council  have  made  such  repairs  on  the  foundation  of  the 
monument,  erected  by  the  State  at  Bath  to  the  memory  of  the  late 
Major  General  William  King,  and  on  the  grounds  and  fence 
enclosing  the  same,  as  were  found  necessary  to  put  them  in  good 
condition.  The  expense  incurred  was  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
dollars. 

Penobscot  Tribe  of  Indians. 

The  trust  funds  of  this  tribe  now  amount  to  about  $73,000, 
which  is  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury.  The  interest,  amounting 
to  nearly  $4,400,  is  expended  by  the  Indian  Agent  for  support  of 
the  poor,  and  for  other  necessities  of  the  tribe. 

By  the  terms  of  the  existing  treaty  the  State  is  bound  to  furnish 
certain  articles  amounting  to  about  $2,000  annually.    The  State 
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Bas  also  ttiade  annuall;  a  furtlier  appropriation  of  about  the  same 
Btim.  The  rents  of  the  shores  and  islands  owned  by  the  tribe 
have  been  largely  increasing,  and  now  amount  to  about  |5,000' 
annually.  Th^  is  added  to  the  Trust  Fund',  as  the  law  provides. 
The  Indians  see  no  reason  why  they  may  not  have  the  proceeds  of 
the  rents  for  their  present  use.  As  there  is  no  special  occasion 
for  the  increase  of  this  trust  Aind,  I  suggest  that  it  would  be  well' 
to  allow  this  income  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  tribe ;  the 
State  could  then  be  relieved  from  the  special  appropriation  usually 
made,  leaving  only  the  obligations  of  the  treaty  to  be  provided 
for. 

Insubancb. 

The  Insunmce^  Obmmissioner,  in  his  last  annual  report^  mabet 
some  suggestions  in  regard  to  important  changes  in  the  insurance 
laws,  to  which  I  invite  your  attention. 

This  is  a  subject  in  which  all  classes  of  our  people  are  deeply 
interested.  No  wise  man  deems  it  prudent  to  invest  the  means  on 
which  he  and  his  family  depend  for  support  in  property  liable  to 
be  destroyed,  or  in  business  without  some  form  of  insurance. 

The  great  fires  in  Chicago  and  Boston,  which  carried  down 
so  many  insurance  companies,  and  by  which  many  of  our  own 
citizens  have  suffered  severely,  have  attracted  attention  to  the 
general  management  of  insurance  companies,  and  their  failure  to 
meet  their  obligations  in  emergencies,  when  the  insured  most  need 
the  relief  for  which  they  supposed  they  had  provided.  The  failure 
of  an  insurance  company  to  meet  its  obligations  affects  not  only  the 
person  who  is  compelled  directly  to  sufier  the  loss,  but  he  may  in 
consequence  fail  to  meet  his  own  liabilities,  and  carry  many  others 
down  with  him.  Besides  this,  it  is  no  little  annoyance,  when  one 
supposes  he  is  insured,  to  find  his  policy  worthless,  whether  his 
property  has  been  destroyed  or  not.  It  would  seem  that  as  fire 
and  marine  insurance  companies  doing  business  in  this  State  only 
pay  back  for  losses  a  little  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  what  they 
receive  from  the  insured,  they  should  be  able  to  accumulate 
enough  to  meet  any  liabilities  that  business  men  of  ordinary 
prudence  would  assume  in  a  single  city.  If  my  judgment  is  not 
at  fault,  no  company  should  have  been  allowed  to  take  risks  in 
Boston,  or  any  other  city,  beyond  what  they  could  meet  if  the 
whole  city  had  been  destroyed. 

The  pe<jple  expect  to  pay  large  rates  for  insurance,  but,  having 
done  Aat,  they  very  properly  desire  to  know  that  they  are  abso- 
lutely insured.  After  a  man  has  paid  one  or  two  thousand  dollars  a 
year  for  fifteen  or  twenty  years  for  insurance,  and  then  meets  aloss* 
by  which  he  is  entitled  to  one-half  what  he  has  paid  the  companies 
in  which  he  is  insured,  it  is  hard  for  him  to  be  informed  that  he

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mast  settle  for  fifty  cents  on  a  dollar,  and  yet  sach  cases  are  not. 
uncommon.  It  would  certainly  be  wise  to  limit  the  amount  of 
risks  which  companies  are  allowed  to  take,  to  their  ability  to  meet 
any  liability  that  could  arise  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events. 
The  amount  paid  by  life  insurance  companies  on  account  of  losses 
is  so  small,  compared  with  what  they  receiye  from  the  insured, 
(being  less  than  sixteen  per  cent.)  that  they  can  hardly  fail  to  be 
in  condition  to  meet  their  liabilities. 

The  State  of  Maine  pays  to  life  insurance  companies  out  of  the 
State,  nearly  a  million  dollars  annually  more  than  is  received  for 
losses.  This,  for  the  present  at  least,  is  so  much  capital  removed 
from  the  State  every  year,  and  suggests  whether  it  would  not  be 
advisable  to  require  a  portion  of  this  capital  to  be  invested  in  the 
State,  where  it  would  aid  our  own  business  enterprises. 

BiBNNIAL   ElBCHONS   AND   SbSSIONS   OF  THB   LSOISLATUBE. 

• 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  renew  my  previous  recommendation  relat- 
ing to  biennial  elections  and  sessions  of  the  legislature  and  change 
of  the  day  of  the  annual  election  to  the  Tuesday  next  after  the 
first  Monday  in  November.  My  convictions  in  regard  to  the  ad- 
vantages of  these  changes  have  been  strengthened  since  the 
recommendation  was  made  two  years  ago.  The  passage  of  appro- 
priate laws  providing  for  the  organization  of  railroad  and  all  other 
corporations,  where  only  the  power  and  rights  usually  granted  are 
sought  for, — which  I  hope  will  not  be  delayed  beyond  this  ses- 
sion,— will  make  annual  sessions  entirely  unnecessary  except  in 
special  emergencies,  when  the  legislature  can  bd  convened  by  the 
executive.  This  would  save  one-half  of  the  time  and  expense  of 
elections  and  the  political  campaigns  that  precede  them;  and  some 
fifty  thousand  dollars  of  legislative  expenses  every  two  years. 
The  interests  of  law  and  order  will  not  sufier  by  the  change ;  and 
the  legislature,  being  relieved  of  many  exciting  and  sometimes 
demoralizing  questions  in  which  large  monied  corporations  are  in- 
terested, would  be  at  liberty  to  devote  more  time  with  greater 
singleness  of  purpose  to  necessary  legislation. 

Oeolooioal  Survbt. 

The  question  of  renewing  the  geological  survey  of  the  State 
will  be  presented  for  your  consideration.  It  is  believed  that  such 
a  survey  would  bring  to  light  treasures  that  now  lie  buried  or  un- 
appreciated within  the  State.  The  amount  of  wealth  already 
found  in  the  partially  developed  condition  of  the  State  justifies  the 
expectation  that  great  advantage  will  be  gained  by  a  complete 
knowledge  of  our 'hidden  resources. 
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Habbob  OoiaasaioNBBs. 

Tour  attention  will  be  called  to  the  propriety  of  establishing  a 
State  Board  of  Harbor  Oommissioners.  I  am  not  prepared  to  make 
any  recommendations  on  the  subject,  but  many  whose  business  and 
observation  lead  them  to  its  consideration,  are  of  the  opinion  that 
such  a  board  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  commercial  in- 
terests of  the  State. 

Battli  Flaos  and  Tbophibs. 

The  last  legislature  made  an  appropriation  "  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Govemor  and  Gouncil  in  providing  suit- 
able cases  for  the  preservation  of  the  colors  and  trophies  in  the 
rotunda  of  the  capitol/'  Suitable  cases  have  been  provided  and 
the  colors  and  trophies  appropriately  arranged. 

It  is  fitting  that,  as  we  and  those  who  come  after  us,  enter  this 
building,  our  eyes  shall  first  rest  upon  these  silent  but  eloquent 
reminders  of  our  great  national  struggle.  They  will  bring  to 
remembrance  the  price  this  generation  has  paid  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  our  national  union,  and  inspire  devotion  to  its  principles. 

The  soldier  as  he  gazes  upon  the  old  regimental  flags  under 
which  he  fought  so  bravely  and  triumphed  so  gloriously,  and  reads 
tfie  names  of  the  battles  inscribed  upon  theif  folds,  and  calls  fresh- 
ly to  remembrance  the  trying  scenes  attending  them,  will  drop  a 
tear  for  the  memory  of  comrades  lost,  and  breathe  a  prayer  for  the 
country  he  loves  better  than  life.  Every  star,  every  stripe,  every 
color  and  letter  of  these  battle  torn  flags  are  sacred  *to  him  who 
loves  the  cause  they  represent.  Let  them  be  faithfully  protected 
and  sacredly  preserved. 

Gkntinnial  ExmBmoH. 

A  centennial  exhibition  in  commemoration  of  our  independence 
is  to  be  held  in  Philadelphia  in  18?6.  The  Gommissioner  for  the 
State  of  Maine  has  attended  all  the  meetings  of  the  Commission- 
ers, and  reports  that  the  preliminary  arrangements  are  progressing 
favorably.  Maine  should  be  especially  interested  in  this  exhibi- 
tion, as  it  will  give  our  citizens  an  opportunity  to  bring  the 
products  of  our  industiy  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  our 
own  and  other  nations.  It  is  fitting  that  this  State  should  respond 
promptly  to  any, demands  for  the  promotion  of  this  great  national 
enterprise. 

IifPBOPBB  Legislation. 

My  duty  on  this  occasion  would  be  but  partially  performed  if  I 
should  fail  to  renew  the  suggestions  made  to  your  predecessors  in 
regard  to  special  and  private  legislation.    An  inspection  of  the 
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acts  of  the  last  legislaiare  shows  that  the  number  of  public  laws 
passed  was  eightj-seven,  and  that  they  were  printed  on  fiffy-fi^e 
pages  df  the  volume  in  which  they  are  published  by  the  Stale ; 
while  the  private  and  special  acts  number  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
one,  and  cover  two  hundred  and  eight  pages.  Some  of  these 
latter  acts  are  for  the  organization  of  companies,  for  which  ample 
provisions  are  already  made  by  law.  One-half,  at  least,  of  this 
legislation  could  be  saved  by  appropriate  laws,  based  upon  gen- 
eral principles,  with  suitable  limitations  and  restrictions.  This 
would  save  delay  and  expense  to  the  parties  interested,  and  secure 
more  exact  justice  and  greater  uniformity  in  the  iq^plicalaoB  of  the 
law.  It  would  also  save  much  time  of  the  Legislature,  and  i^ 
duce  the  expenses  of  the  State. 

9reat  caution  shouH  ftlvo  be  used  by  legislatora  to  prevmit  Ae 
pubKc  laws  from  being  incumbered  by  acts  designed  to  meet  sooM 
special  case  in  which  some  one  happens  to  be  interested,  without 
reference  to  their  bearing  upon  the  general  administraition  of  jus^ 
tice.    Such  acts  are  not  unusual,  but  always  pernicious. 

One  of  the  most  dangerous,  as  well  as  most  common  evils  of 
legislation,  is  die  practice  of  postponing  many  of  the  most  impor- 
tant questions  until  the  hurry  and  confusion  of  the  hMt  hours 
of  the  session.  Maine  legislators  have  been  no  moie  at  &ult  in 
this  regard  than  other  ^similar  bodies.  State  and  National.  But  it 
is  better  to  disregard  than  to  perpetuate  a  bad  precedent.  May 
we  not  hope  that  this  Legislature  will  not  commit  this  common 
sin  against  the  demand  for  well  considered  legislation?  There  is 
more  danger  in  too  much,  than  in  too  Ifttie  legislation.  Our 
Revised  Statutes,  with  a  few  amendments  and  additions,  now 
contain  the  laws  of  the  State.  It  is  hoped  they  will  not  be  «»>- 
necessarily  changed. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  assure  you  that  I  shall  be  happy  to 
Qooperate  with  you  in  all  proper  measures  oalcidated  to  develope 
the  resouroes  of  the  State,  and  to  advance  the  moral  and  intellea^ 

toal  growth  of  the  people*
